Portrait  for  the  Nation 

The  National  Gallery  has  acquired  a  portrait  (by  Lely) 
of  Franciscus  Mercurius  Van  Helmont,  son  of  the  Van 
Helmont  mentioned  in  the  article  on  alchemy  in  our 
recent  annual  special  issue  (p.  113).  Van  Helmont  the 
younger,  the  date  of  whose  birth  is  variously  given  as 
1614  and  1618,  was  a  man  of  considerable  originality ;  he 
held  that  Hebrew  was  the  national  language  of  mankind, 
and  at  one  period  of  his  life  wandered  through  Europe 
with  a  band  of  gipsies.  He  is  accessible  to  English 
readers  in  a  work  translated  in  1694,  entitled  "  The 
Spirit  of  Diseases ;  or,  Diseases  from  the  Spirit  .  .  . 
wherein  is  shewed  how  much  the  Mind  influenceth  the 
Body  in  causing  and  curing  of  Diseases."  He  also  wrote 
a  lengthy  nreface  to  his  father's  "  Oriatrike,  or  Physick 
Refined.  The  common  Errors  therein  Refuted,  and  the 
whole  Art  Reformed  and  Rectified  .  .  .  ,"  which 
appeared  in  an  English  version  in  1662.  The  portrait 
represents  a  thoughtful-looking  man  of  middle  age,  wear- 
ing a  long  brown  robe,  seated  on  a  projecting  piece  of 
masonry.  His  hair  is  worn  long,  his  face  is  shaved 
except  for  a  moustache  and  a  small  tuft  above  the  chin, 
and  in  his  left  hand  he  holds  a  roll  of  paper  or  parch- 
ment. The  picture  dates  from  about  the  year  1665,  and, 
so  far  as  is  known,  has  been  in  the  possession  of  the  late 
owner's  family  from  then  till  now.

The  London  Chemists'  Costing  System, 

with  which  is  incorporated  the  "  London  Chemists' 
Retail  Price  List,"  is  issued  this  week  as  a  first  number 
for  August.  A  note  by  the  secretary,  Mr.  G.  F.  Weiss, 
180  Philip  Lane,  Tottenham,  N.,  explains  that  the  issue 
is  something  beyond  a  mere  price-list,  since  it  covers 
the  costings  for  all  classes  of  business  and  turnover.  The 
drug-list  is  very  complete,  and  probably  contains  more 
entries  than  any  previous  list.  Prices  are  in  columns  for 
varying  quantities  at  different  ratios,  according  to  the 
turnover  and,  we  are  informed,  are  based  on  actual 
returns  from  a  variety  ,of  businesses.  The  various  items 
coming  within  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act  Regulations  are 
marked  "  D.D.,"  with  the  percentage  attached.  The 
proprietary  list  is  also  very  complete,  and  the  photo- 
graphic, department  includes  not  only  charges  for  films, 
plates,  papers,  developers,  and  toning-solutions,  but  also 
developing,  enlarging,  mounting,  and  slide-making.  The 
surgical-dressings  section  is  made  more  complete,  and  the 
style  in  setting  out  the  prices  is  convenient   for  quick 
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reference.  There  is  also  the  specialties  section  and  the 
London  simplified  system  in  the  dispensing  department, 
setting  out  examples  with  the  pricing  and  fees  for  each 
style  of  medicaments.  There  is  a  comparative  costing 
for  avoirdupois  and  apothecaries'  weights,  a  costings 
table  for  pricing  any  article  by  an  addition  to  cost  for 
different  ratios  of  profit,  as  well  as  the  costings  table 
from  the  C.  &  D.  Diary,  1920,  and  other  business  aids. 
There  is  added  also  a  succinct  statement  of  what  is 
needed  in  the  dispensing  department  under  the  Dangerous 
Drugs  Act  Regulations,  and  a  table  of  preparations 
coming  within  the  Regulations,  with  their  percentages. 
Finally,  there  is  a  list  of  proprietaries  used  in  dispensing 
either  entire  or  broken  bulk,  with  the  appropriate 
charges.  Altogether  there  are  twenty-eight  pages  of 
prices,  double-column,  making  the  most  complete  set  of 
pricings  issued  for  the  retail  trade.  The  old  subscribers 
of  the  "  London  Chemists'  Retail  Price  List  "  will,  we 
are  informed,  be  transferred  to  the  new  publication.  The 
subscription  is  Is.  6d.  for  a  single  copy,  or  5s.  per  annum, 
from  the  secretary. 

Poisonings 

The  following  cases  of  fatal  poisoning  have  been 
recorded  since  our  last  report  : 

At  Arncliffe,  John  Stott  commilted  suicide  by  drinking 
foot-rot  application. 

At  Westminster,  George  W.  Bedwell,  labourer,  com- 
mitted suicide  by  taking  spirit  of  salt  while  of  unsound 
mind. 

At  Cardiff,  Mr.  Basil  Leighton,  assistant-manager  of 
the  Royal  Hotel,  committed  suicide  by  taking  spirit  of 
salt.  A  medical  witness  at  the  inquest  estimated  that 
3  fl.  oz.  had  been  swallowed,  and  said  that  ^iv.  would 
kill  a  normal  man.    The  verdict  was  "  Felo  de  se." 

At  an  inquest  held  at  Cardiff,  on  August  10,  on  Annie 
Ward,  described  as  the  widow  of  a  motor-manufacturer, 
it  was  found  that  death  was  due  to  arsenical  poisoning, 
that  the  poison  was  self -administered,  and  that  the  de- 
ceased was  of  unsound  mind  at  the  time.  According  to 
the  evidence,  "a  quantity"  of  arsenic  was  found  in  the 
bedroom  occupied  by  Mrs.  Ward  at  a  hotel  in  the  city. 

Birmingham 

A  camera  club  has  been  successfully  launched  in  West 
Birmingham. 

A  medical  observer  states  that  neuritis  is  now  the 
"  fashionable  "  complaint  in  Birmingham. 

A  well-known  Moseley  chemist,  the  possessor  of  six 
hives  of  bees,  has  obtained  350  lb.  of  honey  of  first-rate 
quality. 

Local  window-dressers  favour  bathing-caps,  sponge- 
bags,  and  vacuum  flasks.  The  rain  has  given  an  impetus 
to  sales  of  garden  chemicals ;  but  they  are  less  decorative 
in  shop-windows. 

In  spite  of  unemployment  and  trade  depression  (in 
which  the  cardboard-box  trade,  a  sort  of  local  "  index," 
is  one  of  the  most  severely  hit),  there  is  a  great  exodus 
of  holiday-makers  from  the  city. 

Mr.  Geoffrey  Freer  Thonger,  son  of  Mr.  C.  T.  Thonger 
(managing  director  of  the  University  Drug  Co.,  Ltd., 
Bournbrook),  was  successful  at  the  recent  London 
University  Matriculation  examination. 

Liverpool 

Several  seekers  after  city  businesses  are  reported. 

Mr.  J.  L.  Hirst  (secretary  of  the  Liverpool  Chemists' 
Association)  is  on  holiday  in  his  native  Yorkshire  dale. 

"  Paraldehyde  "  was  the  reauest  of  a  man  who  has 
made  a  tour  this  week  of  central  pharmacies  in  Vain. 

A  suburban  chemist  proposed  to  open  a  city  branch 
in  a  basement,  but  withdrew  on  learning  that  only  a  six- 
months'  lease  could  be  offered,  the  premises  being  in- 
volved in  a  rebuilding  scheme. 

Mr.  W.  J.  Williams,  A.C.I.S.,  chemist  and  druggist, 
assistant  local  secretary  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Conference  at  last  year's  meeting,  has  passed  the  Final 
examination  of  the  Chartered  Institute  of  Secretaries. 

The  Chemist's  Dictionary  of  Medical  Terms  and 
Treatment  "  was  lent  the  other  day  to  an  employer  who 


had  been  mystified  on  receiving  a  medical  certificate. 
He  remarked  that  such  a  concise  book  must  be  invaluable 
to  laymen. 

Mr.  Henry  Peet  has  joined  vigorously  in  a  corre- 
spondence in  the  local  Press  on  the  treatment  of  patients 
in  lunatic  asylums.  Mr.  Peet  writes  as  a  Justice  of  the 
Peace  acquainted  with  the  administration  of  such 
institutions. 

It  is  a  sign  of  the  times  that  (I)  when  a  locum  tenens 
failed  at  the  last  moment  another  was  forthcoming  with- 
in twelve  hours,  and  (2)  when  a  locum  '  tenens  who  had 
but  a  fortnight  at  liberty  was  wanted  for  a  third  week 
a  substitute  arrived  at  a  day's  notice.  Both  of  these 
incidents  -  occurred  locally. 

Newcastle-on-Tyne 

A  circumstantial  account  is  published  in  "  The  New- 
castle Chronicle"  of  what  it  calls  "the  alleged  remedy" 
of  a  Mr.  Sturt.  A  committee,  comprising  the  Sheriff  and 
nine  other  citizens,  has  been  sitting  in  order  to  collect 
"evidence"  concerning  the  preparation,  which,  it  has 
been  claimed,  has  cured  "  rheumatism  in  its  most  acute 
form,  neuritis,  sprains,  burns,  scalds,  chilblains,  and 
bronchial  troubles."  The  specific  is  apparently  a  liquid 
for  internal  or  external  use.  The  substance  of  the  com- 
mittee's report  is  as  follows  : 

Numerous  patients,  whose  veracity  could  not  be  doubted, 
have  been  interviewed.  We  have  personally  questioned 
tbem  as  to  their  experiences  under  treatment,  and  we  freely 
acknowledge  that  we  have  been  deeply  impressed  by  their 
statements.  .  .  .  We  have  no  hesitation  in  stating  that,  in 
our  opinion,  the  claims  made  for  this  preparation  have 
been  fully  justified,  and  we  consider  that  it  ought  to  be 
made  known  and  available  to  all  for  the  benefit  of  suffering 
humanity. 

The  only  two  members  of  the  committee  whose  occupation 
is  mentioned  in  the  report  referred    to    are  electrical 

engineers. 

Sheffield 

It  is  proposed  to  increase  the  University  fees  by  from 
10  to  15  per  cent. 

There  is  considerable  delay  in  the  payment  of  spirit- 
rebate  claims  in  some  areas. 

Boots,  Ltd.,  have  given  up  their  wholesale  depot  in 
Bridge  Street,  and  have  sold  the  premises.

Fire. — An  outbreak  of  fire  occurred  in  the  basement  of 
the  premises  of  T.  B.  Robson  &  Co.,  chemists,  Womb- 
well,  recently.  The  shop  soon  became  involved  and  some 
of  the  stock  was  destroyed. 

Window-smash.. — -The  shop-window  of  Mr.  L.  H. 
Llewellyn,  chemist  and  druggist,  Bridgwater,  was  broken 
recently  in  a  curious  manner.  The  fly-wheel  of  a  motor- 
car opposite  the  pharmacy  burst,  and  a  piece  of  metal 
struck  the  window  with  sufficient  force  to  pierce  it. 

Dentists  Act,  1921. — The  General  Medical  Council 
announce  that  no  action  in  regard  to  the  formation  of 
the  Dental  Board  under  the  Dentists  Act,  1921,  is  likely 
to  be  taken  for  some  months.  Notice  will  be  given  in 
due  course  as  to  when  and  how  applications  can  be  made 
for  registration  as  dentists. 

London  Chemists'  Golfing  Society. — The  competitions 
for  the  Erasmic  trophy  and  the  prize  presented  by  the 
West  Essex  members  of  the  club  were  played  over  the 
West  Essex  course  recently.    The  round  for  the  trophy 
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resulted  in  a  tie— Mr.  W.  Main,  81  -  9  =  72 ;  Mr.  W. 
Ballantyne,  83  —  11  =  72.  The  winner  of  the  prize  was 
Mr.  W.  Attwood,  who,  in  the  second  round,  a  bogey  one, 
finished  3  up. 

Chemical  Woekers'  Wages. — The  award  of  the  In- 
dustrial Court  has  been  issued  in  the  arbitration  between 
the  Drug  and  Fine  Chemical  Manufacturers'  Association 
and  the  various  trade  unions  concerned  as  to  the  wages 
paid  in  the  drug  and  fine-chemical  trade  (C.  <fc  D., 
August  6,  p.  40).  The  employers'  proposal  was  that  the 
wages  of  men  and  women  should  be  reduced  by  10«.  a 
week,  juveniles  (males)  by  amounts  ranging  from  8s.  to 
2«.  ta  week,  and  juveniles  (females)  by  amounts  varying 
from  7s.  6d.  to  6s.  a  week  in  the  case  of  those  between 
fourteen  and  eighteen  years  of  age.  The  award  of  '  he 
Court  reduces  the  men's  wages  by  7s.  per  week,  those 
of  the  women  by  6s.  per  week,  juvenile  males  by  amounts 
varying  from  Is.  to  8s.  6d.  per  week,  and  juvenile  females 
by  2s.  to  5s.  per  week.  The  decision  is  to  take  effect 
from  the  first  pay-day  in  August. 

Sports  Meeting. — The  annual  sports  meeting  of  W.  J. 
Bush  &  'Co.,  Ltd.,  manufacturing  chemists,  London,  E., 
took  place  recently  at  the  Clapton  Orient  football  ground. 
A  series  of  100-yard  races  opened  the  programme,  and 
ultimately  the  championship  was  won  by  Mr.  Dawney, 
of  the  chemical  staff  section.  Mr.  C.  G.  Deer  won  both 
the  half-mile  and  the  quarter-mils.  Great  enthusiasm 
was  displayed  in  the  relay  race,  which  was  won  by  the 
chemical  staff  team.  The  tug-of-war  was  closely  con- 
tested, and  the  prizes  fell  to  the  warehouse  staff  team. 
Much  amusement  was  caused  by  such  events  as  the  potato 
race.  The  vaiicus  events  for  ladies  were  heartily  con- 
tested and  enthusiastically  applauded.  A  band  of  the 
Metropolitan  Police  enlivened  the  proceedings.  The 
prizes  were  distributed  by  the  Baroness  de  Bush,  who 
also  presented  the  shield  and  medals  given  by  Mr.  J.  M.

The  chairman  jf 
the  meeting  described  the  Bill  as  a  mongrel  offspring  of 
Free  Trade  and  Tariff  Reform,  possessing  none  of  the 
virtues  but  all  the  vices  of  both  parents,  with  a  large 
force  of  original  sin.

French  News 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Paris  Correspondent.) 

M.  Richaud  reports  a  simple  method  of  distinguishing 
ouabaine  from  strophanthin.  By  studying  how  these 
two  glucosides  act  with  regard  to  the  furfurohc  reactions 
utilised  for  diagnosing  sugar,  M.  Richaud  notes  that 
strophanthin  gives  a  reaction  of  the  Selivanoff  type,  while 
ouabaine  does  not.  One  of  the  surest  and  simplest  indi- 
cations, also,  is  the  fact  that  strophanthin  mixed  with 
water  gives  a  persistent  froth.  This  can  be  seen  with 
less  than  a  milligram  of  the  product.  He  communicated 
his  remarks  to  the  Paris  Society  of  Pharmacy  in  writing, 
being  too  ill  to  attend  the  meeting. 

The  decree  regulating  the  supply  of  objects  by  pharma- 
cists to  the  victims  of  the  war  has  appeared  in  the 
"Journal  Officiel,"  and  came  into  force  in  July.  The 
goods  the  pharmacist  is  allowed  to  supply  include  all 
medicaments  figuring  on  the  price-list  drawn  up  by  the 
General  Association,  and  also  such  small  objects  as  drop- 
bottles,  syringes,  brushes  for  applying  iodine,  etc. 
Analytical,  biological,  and  bacteriological  work  will  also 
be  pajd  for  at  rates  given  in  the  above  tariff;  but 
bandages,  spectac'es,  artificial  eyes,  etc.,  will  have  to  be 
procured  by  ex-soldiers  from  the  Government  stores. 

History  of  Medicine  Congress. — At  the  recent 
Parisian  Congress  of  the  History  of  Medicine,  Mr. 
C.  J.  S.  Thompson  (Wellcome  Historical  Medical  Museum, 
London)  read  a  paper  on  "  Pomanders  "  ;  Sir  d' Arcy  Power 
delivered  an  address  on  "Harvey";  Dr.  Sigerist,  of 
Zurich,  spoke  on  "  Carl  Heingartner  and  the  Astrolo- 
gical Medicine  of  the  Fifteenth  oentury,"  and  a  professor 
of  Prague  on  "  Czech  Fourteenth- century  Medicine." 
The  French  and  Belgian  element  naturally  predominated 
among  the  congressists,  whom  Baron  Henri  de  Rothschild 
invited  to  attend  a  representation  of  his  medical  play, 
"  La  Caducee." 

Death. — The  death  was  recently  announced  in  Paris 
of  M.  Edmond  Perrier,  director  of  the  Natural  History 
Museum  (Jardin  des  Plantes),  aged  seventy-seven.  Among 
those  who  attended  the  funeral,  which  took  place  on 
August  4,  were  the  Prince  of  Monaco,  Drs.  Calmette  and 
Roux,  and  Professors  Branly  and  Berthelot.  The  Presi- 
dent of  the  Republic  was  represented.  The  deceased  was 
a  member  of  most  of  the  leading  scientific  bodies  of 
Europe,  and  a  doctor,  honoris  causa,  of  Oxford  Uni- 
versity. During  his  directorship  of  the  museum — nearly 
twenty  years — he  has  restored  it  from  undeserved  neglect 
to  its  true  place  as  a  centre  of  scientific  interest. 

An  Early  Naval  Hospital. — In  a  volume  of  MS.  docu- 
ments relating  to  Colbert  (Louis  XIV. 's  great  Minister), 
preserved  in  the  Bibliotheque  Nationaie  at  Paris,  M.. 
Bondois  has  found  a  list  of  drugs  for  a  seaman's  hospital 
at  Rochefort,  drawn  up  by  an  apothecary  (Louis  Mousseau) 
and  a  surgeon.  These  include  electuaries,  syrups,  four- 
teen purgatives,  plenty  of  oils  (ranging  from  olive  oil 
to  the  oil  of  earthworms),  ointments,  etc.  Simple  drugs, 
such  as  cassia  and  senna,  tamarinds,  colocynth.  rhubarb, 
are  also  mentioned.  The  list  indicates  the  early  provision 
of  free  medicaments  to  the  sick  and  wounded  of  the  French 
Navy.  The  "  Invalides  "  for  the  Army,  and  in  England 
Greenwich  and  Chelsea,  came  into  existence,  roughly 
speaking,  during  the  same  epoch. 

Professor  Lebeau. — The  useful  war-work  done  by  the 
Professor  of  Chemical  Pharmacy  at  the  Paris  Faculty 
of  Pharmacy,  recognised  by  his  recent  promotion  to  the 
grade  of  Officer  of  the  Legion  of  Honour,  is  well  known 
in  France,  but  possibly  less  familiar  to  cross-Channel 
readers.  Born  in  1868,  he  was  free  from  military  service, 
but  volunteered  for  the  duration  of  the  war.  When  in 
April  1915  the  Germans  first  used  "  poison-gas,"  he 
organised  rough-and-ready  means  of  protection  while  he 
designed  masks.  The  first  shells  designed  by  M.  Lebeau 
(phosgene  and  stannic  chloride)  were  fired  at  Verdun. 
Then  came  Vincennite  (hydrocyanic  acid,  chlorides  of  tin, 
and  arsenic  and  chloroform),  first  used  at  the  "big  push 
of  the  Somme  in  1916.  M.  Lebeau  was  prepared  with 
further  shells  when  the  Armistice  was  declared. 
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Japanese  Jottings 

Import  Tariff. — The  Revised  Import  Tariff  Bill 
has  been  passed  by  the  Japanese  Upper  House  with- 
out amendment.  The  Government  is  reported  to  have 
under  consideration  a  still  more  complete  revision  of  the 
import  tariff,  especially  as  regards  chemicals.  This  re- 
vision is  likely  to  be  brought  forward  in  the  next  session 
of  the  Diet. 

Control  of  Narcotic  Drugs. — An  Ordinance  (No.  41), 
issued  on  December  6,  1920,  by  the  Japanese  Ministry 
of  the  Interior,  lays  down  regulations  for  the  con- 
trol of  the  import,  export,  manufacture,  and  purchase 
or  sale  of  morphine,  cocaine,  and  their  kindred  salts  in 
Japan.  Similar  regulations  were  issued  in  the  island  of 
Formosa  on  December  15  last,  and  became  effective  on 
January  1,  1921.  These  regulations  do  not  refer  to  the 
manufacture  of  the  drugs  in  question,  which  is  already 
covered  by  the  Opium  Ordinance  (Formosa)  of  1897,  as 
amended. 

Glycerin  Imports. — The  imports  of  glycerin  into 
Japan  during  1913  were  851  tons,  1,021  tons  in  1914,  600 
tons  in  1915,  and  about  300  tons  in  1918.  Prior  to  the 
war  the  annual  consumption  of  glycerin  in  Japan  was 
about  1,500  tons,  large  quantities  being  used  by  the  Govern- 
ment Tobacco  Monopoly.  Demand  and  production 
advanced  enormously  during  the  war,  and  the  manufac- 
ture in  Japan  on  a  serious  scald,  with  Government  aid, 
may  be  said  to  date  from  1915.  The  chief  companies 
engaged  therein  are  the  Japanese  Glycerin  Industrial  Co., 
the  Yokohama  Fish  Oil  Co.,  the  Dairen  branch  of  Suzuki's 
of  Kobe,  and  the  Nippon  Glycerin  Kogyo  K.K.  . 

Mr.  Isabtjro  Azumi,  director  of  Azumi  &  Co.,  Ltd., 
manufacturers  of  insect-powder,  etc.,  39  Tondamachi, 
Kitaku,  Osaka,  has  been  awarded  the  Order  of  the  Green 
Ribbon  Medal,  a  decoration  instituted  by  the  late 
Emperor  with  a  view  to  encouraging  business  enterprise. 
The  early  years  of  Mr.  Azumi's  life  were  strenuous  and 
difficult  ones ;  later,  however,  he  was  able  to  extend  his 
commercial  activities  to  China,  Russia,  Canada,  the 
United  States,  and  Europe.  The  company's  insect- 
powder  was  awarded  a  medal  at  the  Anglo-Japanese 
exhibition  in  London  held  in  1914.  Mr.  Azumi,  in  the 
course  of  his  efforts  to  assist  his  country's  industries,  was 
intimately  concerned  with  the  establishment  of  a  trade- 
language  school  in  Osaka,  and  also  of  a  trade-investigating 
society.  The  school  is  at  present  teaching  English, 
Chinese,  and  Russian  to  over  700  students.  The  esteem 
in  which  Mr.  Azumi  is  held  was  recently  demonstrated, 
when,  shortly  after  his  decoration,  more  than  a  thousand 
people,  including  representatives  of  thirteen  commercial 
bodies,  were  present  at  an  entertainment  given  in  his 
honour  and  that  of  two  other  recipients  of  the  Green 
Ribbon  Medal. 


Morecambe  Traders  suggest  that,  if  the  restrictions  on 
shop  hours  are  removed  in  the  case  of  holiday  resorts, 
arrangements  should  be  made  for  banks  in  such  places  to 
open  on  Bank  Holidays. 

The  Prize  Competition,  inaugurated  by  the  Italian 
Government  in  March  last  for  pharmaceutical  products  and 
aromatic  products  prepared  from  medicinal  plants,  will 
be  kept  open  until  October  15,  so  that  any  further  demands 
for  admission  should  be  sent  to  the  Ministry  of  Industry 
in  Rome. 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Paris  Academy  of  Sciences 
M.  G.  Reboul  gave  a  paper  describing  a  new  property 
of  substances  feebly  conducting  electricity.  If  a  photo- 
graphic plate  is  covered  with  a  sheet  of  black  paper  and 
placed  in  a  dark  box,  and  if  two  insulated  electrodes  with 
a  potential  difference  of  1,000  volts  are  brought  into 
contact  with  the  paper  for  a  period  of  twenty-four  to 
forty-eight  hours,  on  developing  the  plate  the  fibres  of 
the  paper  are  found  to  be  reproduced,  and  the  equi- 
potential  lines  also  appear.  If  the  paper  is  divided,  or 
replaced  by  a  sheet  of  metal  or  of  mica,  the  effect  is  nil 
or  confined  to  the  electrodes.  The  effect  can  be  modified 
by  altering  the  conductivity  of  the  sheet  of  paper. 


German  News 

A  recent  number  of  the  Berlin  "  Pharmaceutische 
Zeitung  "  contained  an  advertisement  for  a  qualified  phar- 
macist, possessing  a  knowledge  of  ianguages  and  acquainted 
with  international  pharmacy,  for  a  pharmacy  in  Rome. 

Big  German  Combine. — According  to  the  Berlin  corre- 
spondent of  the  "  Petit  Parisien,"  the  chemical  work* 
of  Bever  (Elberfeld)  and  the  Mannheim  aniline  work* 
have  united  to  form  a  nitrogen  factory,  of  which  the 
initial  capital  will  be  two  milliards  (2,000,000,000)  of 
marks. 

The  Number  of  Qualified  Pharmacists  in  Germany 
awaiting  an  opportunity  to  obtain  the  concession  to  own 
their  own  business  may  be  gauged  from  the  fact  that,  in 
announcing  the  intention  to  permit  the  opening  of  six  new 
pharmacies  in  Prussia,  the  Government  adds  that  appli- 
cants who  have  obtained  their  qualification  later  than  1896 
have  no  prospect  of  being  successful. 

The  German  chemical  industry  in  1913  employed 
277,629  full-time  factory  workers,  who  were  paid  in  the 
aggregate  351,520,206m.  In  1919  the  same  number  of  full- 
time  workers  received  in  wages  the  total  sum  of 
1,064,782,786m.  In  1913  the  average  annual  wages  of  a 
full-time  male  worker  amounted  to  1,266m.,  and  in  1919 
to  3,612m.,  an  increase  of  185.31  per  cent. 

Clinical  Thermometers. — AM  clinical  thermometers 
must  be  tested  by  the  Imperial  Physical-technical  Insti- 
tute, or  by  another  institute  recognised  by  the  Minister 
for  the  Interior  for  this  purpose.  Each  instrument  must 
bear  the  official  stamp  showing  that  it  complies  with  the 
official  standard.  Every  clinical  thermometer  submitted 
for  testing  must  bear  the  name  of  the  manufacturer,  or 
a  recognised  registered  trade-mark.  Instruments  broken 
during  testing  must  be  paid  for  by  the  Institute.  Persons 
offering  for  sale  or  placing  on  the  market,  or  who  export 
or  attempt  to  export,  clinical  thermometers  which  have  not 
been  tested  will  render  themselves  liable  to  a  fine  not 
exceeding  50,OOOm.  (nominally  2,500Z.).  This  law  came 
into  force  on  August  2. 

German  Chemical  Industry. — In  the  report  for  April 
issued  by  the  Prussian  chambers  of  commerce,  it  is 
stated  that  the  chemical  industry  was  seriously  affected 
by  the  introduction  of  a  levy  of  50  per  cent,  on  German 
goods  entering  certain  countiies,  and  chemical  exports  to 
Great  Britain  and  to  France  were  entirely  suspended. 
Owing  to  the  uncertainty  prevailing  as  to  the  possible 
introduction  of  a  similar  measure  in  Czecho-Slovakia, 
Italy,  Greece,  and  Roumania,  business  with  these  coun- 
tries ceased,  since  importers  refused  to  pay  in  advance, 
and  German  exporters  weTe  unable  to  risk  delivery  on 
credit.  The  embargo  on  exports  to  Poland  also  was 
seriously  felt.  In  many  establishments  of  the  chemical 
and  pharmaceutical  industry  short-time  had  to  be  intro- 
duced.

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Enolin  Tooth-paste 
Competition 

At  Bow  Street  Police  Court,  London,  on  August  4,  the 
hearing  of  the  Enolin  Tooth-paste  Competition  case 
(C.  &  D.,  July  9,  p.  44)  was  concluded.  Mr. 
Muskett  again  appeared  on  behalf  of  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Police;  Sir  Ernest  Wild,  K.C.,  and  Mr.  Gordon 
Smith  (instructed  by  Bull  &  Bull)  for  Messrs. 
Carreras;  and  Mr.  Walter  Frampton  (instructed  by  Neve, 
Beck  &  Kirby)  for  Mr.  Amos  Jones,  chemist  and  druggist. 
The  competition,  it  will  be  remembered,  took  the  form 
of  estimating  the  number  of  entries  which  would  be  sent 
in  during  a  period  of  three  months — April  15  to  July  15 — 
a  condition  being  that  each  estimate  sent  in  should  be 
accompanied  by  the  carton  from  a  large-sized  tube  of  the 
tcoth-paste.  On  the  resumption  of  the  proceedings,  the 
magistrate,  in  reply  to  Sir  Ernest  Wild,  said  he  con- 
sidered that  there  was  a  case  for  the  defendants  to 
answer.  (The  ease  for  the  prosecution  had  been  com- 
pleted at  the  previous  sitting.)  Mr.  Muskett  said  that 
the  competition  appeared  to  have  been  concluded,  and  a 
list  of  the  awards  (a  copy  of  which  he  produced)  had 
been  published.  So  far  as  he  could  see,  the  name  of 
Mr.  Knight  (the  advertising  agent  who  gave  evidence  at 
the  former  hearing)  did  not  appear  among  the  success- 
ful competitors.  Sir  Ernest  Wild  said  he  proposed  to 
call  two  witnesses.  The  first  of  these  was  Lieutenant- 
Commander  Seymour  Francis  Tyers,  R.N.,  who  said  that 
on  seeing  the  competition  advertised  he  decided  to  enter 
for  it.  In  arriving  at  an  estimate  he  did  not  go  on 
a  mere  guess,  but  tried  to  exercise  skill  and  judgment. 
He  added  the  value  of  the  prizes  offered  to  what  he 
assumed  to  be  the  cost  of  advertising  the  scheme,  then 
endeavoured  to  estimate  the  amount  of  profit  on  each 
tube  of  tooth-paste,  and  calculated  the  number  of  tubes 
which  the  promoters  would  have  to  sell  in  order  not  to 
be  involved  in  any  financial  loss.  His  estimate  was 
roughly  223,000,  and  the  actual  number,  as  now  published, 
appeared  to  have  been  172,260.  The  Magistrate  :  Then 
you  were  about  50,000  out.  Mr.  Muskett  said  that  the 
first  prize  was  won  by  the  person  who  sent  in  an  estimate 
of  172,272.  Sir  E.  Wild  (to  witness)  :  Have  you  ever 
backed  a  horse  by  the  exercise  of  skill  on  matters  of. 
form? — Yes,  and  I  have  generally  lost.  (Laughter.)  Mr. 
Muskett  :  The  skill  and  judgment  you  exercised  in  this 
competition  did  not  help  you  to  win  the  prize.  You  were 
nowhere  near  it  ? — No.  Did  you  have  more  than  one 
shot? — Yes,  two.  Both  on  the  same  principles? — Yes. 
My  second  shot  was  further  out  than  the  first. 
(Laughter.)  You  don't  think  much  of  your  scheme  now? 
—Not  of  the  results.  (Laughter.)  Sir  E.  Wild  :  At  all 
events,  whether  right  or  wrong,  did  you  arrive  at  your 
estimates  by  exercising  your  skill  and  judgment  or 
merely  by  guessing  ? — By  using  my  best  judgment.  Mr. 
Charles  Arrow  said  he  was  formerly  chief  inspector  of 
the  Criminal  Investigation  Department,  from  which  he 
retired  some  years  ago  on  being  offered  an  official  appoint- 
ment in  Barcelona.  In  that  city  he  became  acquainted 
in  1907  with  Mr.  Alphonse  Carreras,  who  introduced  him 
to  his  family,  including  Mr.  Enrique  Carreras.  The 
family  held  a  high  position  in  Spain.  Messrs  A.  and  E. 
Carreras  had  been  in  England  about  ten  years ;  they  were 
of  high  repute,  both  in  this  country  and  in  Spain.  The 
witness  knew  nothing  about  the  Enolin  tooth-paste  com- 
petition beyond  what  he  had  read  about  it  in  the  news- 
papers. Sir  E.  Wild  said  that  he  was  prepared  to  call 
the  accountants  to  prove  that  the  competition  was  a  bona- 
fide  one,  and  that  the  prizes  had  been  properly  awarded, 
but  Mr.  Muskett  said  he  did  not  challenge  that.  Sir  E. 
Wild,  addressing  the  magistrate  for  the  defence,  said 
that,  when  the  police  drew  Messrs.  Carreras'  attention 
to  the  alleged  infringement  of  the  Lotteries  Act,  the 
attitude  they  adopted  was  that  if  they  stopped  the  scheme 
at  that  stage  it  would  ruin  their  business,  because  the 
public  would  immediately  say  that  the  whole  thing  was  a 
fraud.  From  a  moral  point  of  view,  he  thought  that 
was  an  attitude  which  would  be  approved  by  the  Court. 
Messrs.  Carreras  also  considered  at  the  time  that  they 
did  not  come  within  the  Act,  as  they  charged  no  entrance- 


fee,  but  from  the  cases  decided  in  the  High  Court  they 
were  probably  wrong  in  that  view.  It  was  curious  that 
at  this  time  of  day  the  prosecution  had  to  be  instituted 
under  an  old  Act  of  Parliament,  which  was  originally 
passed  with  the  main  object  of  giving  the  Government 
of  the  day  a  monopoly  in  lotteries.  Counsel  went  on  to 
argue  that  there  had  been  no  sale  of  chances,  and  that 
the  competition  was  not  in  the  nature  of  a  lottery,  in- 
asmuch as  the  prosecution  had  failed  to  show  that  there 
was  not  an  element  of  skill  required.  There  was  a  good 
deal  of  confused  thinking,  he  suggested,  as  to  cases  which 
turned  on  the  questions  of  chance  or  skill.  In  some  cases 
the  test  was  whether  the  element  of  skill  predominated, 
but  in  the  instance  now  before  the  Court  he  submitted 
that  the  prosecution  could  not  succeed  unless  it  was 
established  affirmatively  that  there  was  in  the  competition 
no  element  of  skill  whatever.  If  there  was  an  element 
of  skill,  however  slight,  he  maintained  that  the  competi- 
tion was  not  a  lottery,  and  he  further  urged  that  no 
kind  of  harm  to  public  morals  arose  from  competitions  of 
this  character.  Counsel  reviewed  at  length  the  cases  in 
the  High  Court  bearing  on  the  points  at  issue.  The 
magistrate  asked  if  there  was  any  means  open  to  the 
general  public  of  obtaining  any  accurate  idea  of  the 
amount  spent  in  advertising  by  the  defendants  and  the 
circulation  of  the  papers  in  which  the  advertisements 
appeared.  Sir  E.  Wild  :  If  you  could-  have  all  that  and 
similar  information,  then,  instead  of  an  estimate  being 
a  forecast,  it  would  tend  to  become  an  academic  certainty. 
Mr.  Frampton  said  that,  as  representing  Mr.  Amos  Jones, 
he  stood  in  a  somewhat  different  position  from  that  of 
his  learned  friend ;  because,  although  a  great  deal  of 
money  had  been  spent  over  this  competition,  his  client 
had  been  brought  into  it  simply  because,  as  an  agent 
for  the  sale  of  the  tooth-paste,  he  happened  to  carry  on 
business  within  the  district  over  which  that  Court  had 
jurisdiction.  As  far  as  the  point  of  law  involved  in  the 
case  was  concerned,  he  was  content  to  adopt  the  argu- 
ments which  had  been  put  forward  by  Sir  Ernest  Wild. 
So  far  as  the  facts  went,  the  position  of  his  client, 
Mr.  Jones,  might  be  put  thus  :  "  I  am  a  reputable  chemist, 
who  has  been  trading  for  a  number  of  years  before  this 
competition  started.  I  sold  Enolin  tooth-paste  and  saw 
this  scheme  advertised  broadcast,  and  had  no  reason  to 
suppose  it  was  illegal."  As  soon  as  the  police  called  upon 
Mr.  Jones,  he  ceased  to  exhibit  the  posters  advertising 
the  scheme,  and  sold  no  more  of  the  articles  concerned. 
The  prosecution  gained  nothing  by  bringing  Mr.  Jones  into 
Court.  They  could  have  brought  "The  Daily  Mail" 
there,  and  that  paper  would,  no  doubt,  have  been  happy 
to  pay  any  penalty  out  of  the  1,000/.  it  received  for  the 
advertisement  on  its  front  page.  (Laughter.)  It  was  a 
little  hard  on  the  chemist,  and  even  if  the  magistrate 
held  that  he  had  committed  a  technical  offence  he 
(counsel)  hoped  he  would  not  record  a  conviction  against 
him — which,  in  the  words  of  the  Act,  would  have  to  be 
as  "  a  rogue  and  vagabond."  Mr.  Muskett  :  I  appreciate 
Mr.  Jones's  position,  and  agree  pretty  much  with  what 
Mr..  Frampton  has  said;  but  it  is  necessary  sometimes  to 
have  persons  before  the  Court  in  order  to  obtain  evidence 
of  the  substantive  offence.  Replying  to  Sir  Ernest  Wild's 
speech,  Mr.  Muskett  agreed  that,  if  the  question  of  skill 
in  any  real  degree  entered  into  this  competition,  it  could 
not  be  held  to  be  a  lottery ;  but  he  could  not  conceive 
that  the  conditions  left  any  opening  for  skill  to  be 
exercised.  There  was  no  indication  given  to  the  com- 
petitors as  to  how  many  papers  the  advertisement  appeared 
in,  or  as  to  what  the  normal  sales  of  the  paste  had 
been.  Even  if  the  number  of  the  persons  who  were 
likely  to  see  the  advertisement  was  given,  there  was  no 
means  of  telling  how  many  would  take  part  in  the 
scheme,  or  whether  competitors  would  send  in  -only  one 
guess  each,  or  a  hundred  or  a  thousand  guesses.  Equally 
fantastic  was  the  suggestion  of  one  witness  that  it  would 
help  a  competitor  to  arrive  at  a  conclusion  if  he  knew 
the  number  of  chemists  who  habitually  stocked  the  paste. 
Sir  Ernest  Wild  having  intimated  that  if  the  case  was 
decided  against  the  defendants  there  would  probably  be 
an  appeal  to  the  High  Court,  the  magistrate  said  he 
would  take  time  to  consider  his  judgment,  which  he 
would  deliver  on  October  10. 
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"Real  Badger" 
Shaving-brushes 

At  West  London  Police  Court,  on  August  9,  Frank  Cooper, 
Ernest  James  Cooper,  and  Henry  Cooper  (Cooper  Brothers, 
45  Sirdar  Road,  W.  11)  appeared  on  three  sum- 
monses taken  out  by  the  Board  of  Trade  under  the 
Merchandise  Marks  Act — viz.  (1)  selling  on  March  4,  at 
the  British  Industries  Fair,  White  City,  a  shaving-brush 
to  which  the  fake  trade  description  "real  badger"  was 
applied  ;  (2)  being  m  possession  for  the  purposes  of  trade 
of  a  quantity  of  shaving-brushes  to  which  the  same  false 
trade  description  was  applied ;  (3)  applying  a  false  trade 
description  to  shaving-brushes.  Mr.  Frank  Safford  was 
counsel  for  the  Board  of  Trade,  and  Mr.  Ricketts  ap- 
peared for  the  defence.  There  was  no  dispute  about  the 
facts,  the  only  point  being  whether,  if  a  shaving-brush 
contained  a  small  proportion  of  goat  hair,  it  could 
properly  be  described  as  "  real  badger."  Mr.  Safford 
said  that  these  brushes  contained  two-thirds  badger  hair 
and  one-third  goat  hair.  The  Magistrate  :  Call  your 
evidence  and  let  me  separate  the  goats  from  the  badgers. 
Mr.  Albert  R.  Culmer,  member  of  the  firm  of  T.  W. 
Culmer  &  Sons,  brush-manufacturers,  called  as  a  witness 
by  the  prosecution,  was  shown  a  shaving-brush  bought 
at  the  defendants'  stall  at  the  White  City.  It  was  marked 
"  real  badger,"  and  witness  stated  that  it  contained  79  gr. 
of  badger  hair  and  40  gr.  of  goat  hair,  the  dark  hair 
being  badger  and  the  white  hair  Chinese  goat.  The 
witness  was  cross-examined  by  Mr.  Ricketts,  who  handed 
him  another  shaving-brush,  and  asked  him  what  hair  it 
contained.  Mr.  Culmer  observed  that  it  was  certainly  a 
mixed  hair,  but  without  dissecting  it  he  could  not  say 
what  the  proportions  were.  Mr.  Ricketts  :  You  would 
recognise  Kent  &  Sons  as  eminent  brush-makers? — Oh, 
yes.  Would  you  be  surprised  to  hear  that  this  brush  is 
one  which  they  describe  as  pure  badger? — Yes,  I  should. 
Isn't  it  the  general  practice  in  the  trade  to  mix  other  hair 
with  badger  and  call  it  pure  badger? — Wo  ;  very  far  from 
it.  Isn't  a  shaving-brush  made  wholly  of  badger  a  most 
unusual  brush  to  find  ? — Mj  ny  brushes  are  made  solely  of 
badger.  Don't  the  trade  distinguish  between  what  they 
call  "real  badger  "  and  "pure  badger"? — No.  Mr. 
Frederick  Alexander  Lewington,  assistant-secretary  to  the 
British  Brush  Manufacturers'  Association,  stated  that  on 
March  4  he  bought  the  shaving-brush  produced,  which 
was  one  of  a  quantity  all  of  which  were  described  as 
"real  badger."  Mr.  Ricketts,  for  the  defence,  urged  that 
the  description  applied  to  these  brushes  complied  with 
the  legal-interpretation  of  the  word  "description"  as 
used  in  the  Act — viz.,  that  it  was  "substantially  applic- 
able to  the  article."  A  false  trade  description  as  defined 
under  thi  Act  meant  a  description  which  was  false  in  a 
material  respect.  If  one  went  into  a  shop  and  bought  a 
silver  bracelet  which  was  described  as  "silver,"  one 
could  not  complain  if  the  bracelet- was  weighted  with 
lead  inside  and  had  a  covering  of  silver ;  but  if  the 
aiticle  were  described  as  "  solid  silver  "  one  would  have 
very  good  grounds  for  complaint.  That  really  was  analo- 
gous to  the  distinction  between  "real"  and  "pure" 
badger.  The  defendants,  who  since  the  war  had  staked 
practically  everything'  they  possessed  on  this  particular 
branch  of  the  brush-making  trade,  acted  in  perfect  good 
faith.  This  prosecution  would  be  most  disastrous  for 
them,  as  they  would  probably  ha/e  to  close  down  the 
business.  The  Magistrate  (to  prosecuting  counsel)  :  Is  it 
suggested  seriously  that  the  inclusion  of  goat  hair  is  bad 
for  health  ?  Mr.  Safford  :  I  am  instructed  that  anthrax 
may  be  conveyed  threugh  goat  hair,  and  it  is  for  that 
reason  that  -the  Board  of  Trade  regard  this  as  an  im- 
portant prosecution.  The  British  Brush  Manufacturers' 
Association  has  issued  a  warning  that  no  manufacturer 
can  belong  to  the  Association  unless  he  agrees  that  if  the 
word  "  badger  "  is  used  it  means  badger  and  nothing  else." 
The  Magistrate  imposed  on  the  first  summons  a  fine  of 
10?.,  with  21.  2  s.  costs,  upon  each  of  the  three  defendants, 
and  ordered  them  to  pay  11.  Is.  costs  each  on  each  of  the 
other  two  summonses — a  total  of  42?.  12s.

Shops  (Early  Closing)  Act 

This  Act,  which  expires  on  December  31,  is  included 
In  the  Expiring  Laws  Continuation  Bill  which  was  intro- 
duced in  the  House  of  Commons  on  August  5.  If  the  Bill 
passes,  the  Shops  (Early  Closing)  Act  would  be  continued 
for  another  year. 

Poison  Antidotes  Bill 

On  August  9  Brigadier-General  Surtees  introduced  a 
Bill  in  the  House  of  Commons  "  to  provide  that  the 
receptacle  of  each  poison  sold  by  retail  shall  bear  a  printed 
description  of  an  antidote  for  that  poison."  He  was 
supported  by  Lieut. -Colonel  Baw  and  Mr.  Charles  Percy, 
and  the  Bill  is  to  be  read  a  second  time  on  August  15  and 
±o  be  printed. 

Perfume  Exports  to  Australia. 

Major  Kelly  asked  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade, 
<on  August  10,  if  he  is  aware  that  the  Australian  Common- 
wealth Customs  authorities  have  issued  an  Order,  dated 
December  31,  ISM),  stating  that,  whereas  certain  manu- 
facturing perfumers  in  Great  Britain  manufacture  for 
■exportation  in  bond;  their  manufactures  only  will  be  sub- 
ject to  duty  in  Australia  based  on  their  export  catalogue 
prices;  whereas  in  the  case  of  their  contemporary  or 
any  manufacturers  in  this  country  whose  goods  are  pre- 
pared in  free  factories  from  spirit  upon  which  the  Excise 
duty  has  been  paid,  and  subsequently  drawback  obtained, 
their  goods  are  subjected  by  the  Australian  Government 
to  duty  based  on  the  full  home  consumption  values,  no 
deduction  for  duty  on  drawback  being  allowed  ;  and  will 
he  be  prepared  to  appioach  the  Australian  Customs  autho- 
rities to  revert  to  the  conditions  prior  to  December  31, 
ISM),  in  the  interests  of  this  trade  in  Great  Britain. 
■-  Sir  William  Mitchell-Thomson  replied  that  his  attention 
has  been  called  to  the  matter,  and  the  Federal  Customs 
Authorities  have  been  approached.  He  understood  that 
the  question  of  amending  the  regulation  is  under  con- 
sideration, and  that  a  decision  may  be  expected  shortly. 

Begistration  of  Business  Names  Act 
Sir  T.  Poison  asked  the  President  of  the  Board  of 
'Trade,  on  August  8,  whether  he  will  state  how  many 
registrars,  assistant  registrars,  and  clerks  are  employed 
in  the  administration  of  the  Begistration  of  Business 
Names  Act,  1916;  what  was  the  total  cost  of  the  Depart- 
ment for  the  year  ending  June  1921 ;  what  were  the  total 
receipts  for  the  same  year;  whether  he  is  aware  that  a 
certain  firm  of  solicitors  in  the  City  of  London,  consisting 
of  a  father  and  son  carrying  on  business  under  the  title 
of  the  surname  with  the  words  "  and  Son  "  added,  are 
being  prosecuted  at  Bow  Street  by  the  Board  of  Trade 
for  refusal  to  register;  and  what  is  the  object  of  such 
prosecution,  seeing  that  the  purpose  of  the  Act  under 
which  the  prosecution  is  taking  place  was  to  compel  aliens 
trading  in  this  country  to  disclose  their  nationality. 

Mr.  Baldwin  replied  :  In  the  administration  of  the 
Begistration  of  Business  Names  Act,  1916,  in  England 
and  Wales,  one  registrar,  one  assistant  registrar,  and 
forty  clerks  are  employed.  The  registrar  receives  no 
salary  in  connection  with  this  work.  The  total  cost  of 
the  Department  for  the  year  ending  June  1921  was 
6,260Z.  10s.  5rf.,  and  the  receipts  for  that  period  were 
4,358/.  9s.  6d.  In  accordance  with  a  new  rule  made  on 
June  6,  the  fees  payable  under  the  Act  have  been  increased 
as  from  July  1.  fie  is  aware  of  the  proceedings  referred 
to;  these  are  being  taken  in  consequence  of  the  refusal 
of  the  firm  to  register  until  a  decision  of  the  Court  has 
heen  obtained.  The  provisions  of  the  Act  are  not  limited 
to  aliens  trading  in  this  country  for  the  purpose  of  com- 
pelling them  to  disclose  their  nationality.  All  firms  and 
individuals  who  come  within  Section  1  of  the  Act  have 
to  be  registered  in  the  manner  directed  by  the  Act. 

Health  and  Unemployment  Contributions 
Sir  B.   Clough  asked   the   Minister    of  Labour,  on 
August  4,  to  state  the  cost  per  man  per  week  of  Health 


and  Unemployment  Insutance  to  the  workman,  to  the 
employer,  and  to  the  State,  respectively. 

Dr.  Macnamara  replied  :  The  normal  weekly  contri- 
butions from  employers  and  employed  for  Health 
Insurance  and  Unemployment  Insurance,  where  payable, 
are  at  present  as  follows  : —

In  certain  cases  where  low  wages  are  paid,  the  employer's 
contribution  for  Health  Insurance  is  increased,  and  that 
from  the  employed  is  correspondingly  reduced.  Unem- 
ployment Insurance  contributions  are  payable  at  half  the 
above  rates  in  respect  of  boys  and  girls  between  the  ages 
of  sixteen  and  eighteen.  The  State  does  not  make  a 
weekly  contribution  to  Health  Insurance,  but  provides 
two-ninths  of  the  costs  of  benefit  and  the  administration 
thereof.  The  State  contribution  to  Unemployment  In- 
surance is  one-fourth  of  the  contributions  from  employers 
and  employed — that  is,  3|rf.  weekly  in  respect  of  men  and 
tyd.  weekly  in  respect  of  women. 

Beceipt  Stamps 

In  reply  to  a  question  in  the  House  in  Commons  on 
August  4,  Sir  B.  Home  said  the  law  requires  a  person 
giving  a  receipt  for  a  payment  of  21.  or  more  to  affix  on 
the  receipt  a  2d.  stamp,  and  provides  a  penalty  of  101.  if 
such  a  receipt  is  given  unstamped.  The  Commissioners 
of  Inland  Bevenue  take  steps  in  all  cases  which  are 
brought  to  their  notice  where  receipts  for  21.  or  more 
are  given  unstamped  with  a  view  to  the  recovery  from 
the  offender  of  the  penalty  of  101.,  or  such  mitigated 
penalty  as  they  deem  sufficient  after  considering  the 
circumstances. 

Mr.  Higham  :  Is  the  right  hon.  gentleman  aware  that 
the  big  stores  in  London  do  not  put  the  stamps  on  at  all? 

Sir  B.  Home  :  If  that  be  so  the  person  who  gets  the 
receipt  is  entitled  to  claim  to  have  it  stamped,  as  other- 
wise he  has  got  an  illegal  receipt,  or  one  that  will  not 
defend  him  against  an  action.  Accordingly,  one  must 
rely  on  him  to  give  notice  in  such  a  case,  and  then  we 
should  take  action. 

Mr.  Bottomley  :  Is  the  right  hon.  gentleman  aware 
that  the  Courts  have  held  that  these  particular  transac- 
tions do  not  require  a  receipt  stamp  ? 

Sir  B.  Home :  I  do  not  know  what  the  particular 
transactions  are.  If  they  are  over  21.  they  fall  within 
the  law. 

Mr.  Bottomley  :  Sales  over  the  counter. 

Mr.  Doyle  :  If  a  payment  is  made  by  cheque  on  which 
a  2c?.  stamp  is  used,  would  that  be  sufficient  for  a 
receipt  ? 

Sir  B.  Home  :  I  should  not  say  so  'prima  facie. 

Mr.  Gilbert :  Is  it  the  law  that  the  person  who  wants 
a  receipt  for  amounts  paid  over  21.  must  ask  for  a  re- 
ceipt, and  that  if  he  does  not  ask  for  a  receipt  there  is 
no  legal  obligation  to  give  one? 

Sir  B.  Home  :  Of  course  it  is  his  duty  to  ask  for  it. 

Mr.  Doyle,  on  August  9,  asked  the  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer  whether,  in  the  event  of  a  payment  being 
made  by  stamped  cheque  for  an  amount  of  over  21.,  it  is 
necessary  in  addition  for  the  receiver  to  put  a  2d.  stamp 
on  the  receipt  to  satisfy  the  requirements  of  the  law. 

Mr.  Young  replied  that  where  a  receipt  is  given  for  a 
payment  by  cheque  of  21.  or  upwards  it  must  be  stamped, 
whether  the  receipt  is  endorsed  on  the  cheque  or  given 
on  a  separate  document.  The  mere  endorsement  of  a 
cheque  with  the  payee's  name  does  not,  of  course,  constitute 
a  receipt  liable  to  duty.

Reports  from  Local  Centres 

ENGLAND   AND  WALES 
Flintshire. —  It  was  reported,  at  a  recent  meeting  of 
the  Insurance  Committee,  that  during  the  past  year  50,305 
prescriptions  were  dispensed  at  a  cost  of  2,212/.,  payments 
to  chemists  amounting  to  2,202/. 

Kent.  —  At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee, a  letter  from  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee, 
suggesting  that  the  term  "aqua,"  as  applied  to  Kent, 
should  be  reconsidered,  was  discussed.  The  Committee 
decided  that  there  were  no  circumstances  which  necessi- 
tated any  revision,  and  that  the  present  definition  of 
"aqua"  be  adhered  to,  that  distilled  water  be  used  in 
connection  with  "ex  cone."  preparations,  and  that  the 
Ministry  of  Health  be  asked  for  approval  of  this  decision. 

Wiltshire. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee, 
on  July  ,27,  the  report  of  the  Panel  Committee  on  the 
examination  of  prescriptions  for  the  half-year  ended 
December  31,  1920,  showed  that,  with  possibly  one  excep- 
tion, there  is  no  excessive  prescribing  in  Wiltshire.  The 
chairman  of  the  Panel  Committee  undertook  to  see  the 
doctor  in  question  personally.

Decrease  in  Telegrams. — Inland  Post  Office  telegrams 
during  the  first  half  of  this  year  numbered  27,172,000, 
as  against  34,737,000  in  the  six  months  ended  June  30, 
1919,  and  34,329,000  in  the  corresponding  period  of  1920. 
The  revenue,  however,  has  risen  owing  to  the  higher 
charges.  For  the  six  months  ended  June  30,  1921,  it 
was  1,757,928/.,  compared  with  1,544,097/.  and  1,602,250/. 
in  the  corresponding  periods  of  1920  and  1919  respectively. 


Association  Affairs 

Belfast —  A  general  meeting  of  the  Chemists'  and 
Druggists'  Society  of  Ireland  was  held  at  Waring  Street 
on  August  2,  Mr.  [Fred  Storey  (President)  in  the  chair. 
Others  present  included  Messrs.  W.  E.  Wilson  (secre- 
tary), S.  Gibson,  J.P.,  S.  McDowell,  W.  E.  Haydock, 
C.  B.  Abernethy,  J.  Guthrie,  J.  Long,  E.  Boyle, 
J.  Frackleton,  and  S.  Suffern.  Mr.  Storey  reported  all 
that  had  taken  place  in  the  fight  against  the  Dangerous 
Drugs  Act  Regulations,  and  stated  that  the  concession 
granted  enabling  them  to  sell  laudanum  to  farmers  was 
greatly  appreciated,  especially  by  their  country  members. 
The  question  raised  of  selling  prescriptions  but  not  com- 
pounding them,  which  the  Government  stated  they  were 
legally  entitled  to  do  (G.  JL-  D.,  July  9,  p.  41),  brought 
them  to  an  important  point.  It  was  quite  likely  that  a 
test  case  would  be  taken — and  the  druggists  were  pre- 
pared to  meet  it — but  this  could  be  safely  left  in  the 
hands  of  their  law  committee.  Mr.  W.  E.  Wilson,  on 
behalf  of  the  committee  and  members,  spoke  of  the  ser- 
vices Mr.  Storey  had  rendered  to  the  registered  druggists 
and  to  the  trade  generally  in  connection  with  the  Dan- 
gerous Drugs  Act.  As  an  instance,  on  the  last  occasion 
of  Mr.  Storey's  visit  to  London  in  connection  with  the 
Regulations  he  had  to  spend  ten  days  there.  Mr.  Storey 
was  deserving  of  their  very  best  thanks  and  support,  and 
he  (the  speaker)  could  assure  Mr.  Storey  that  his  action 
and  the  concessions  he  had  obtained  from  the  Home 
Office  were  greatly  appreciated  by  all  concerned.  They 
had  received  a  number  of  letters  congratulating  Mr. 
Storey  from  all  parts  of  Ireland.  Mr.  Storey  thanked 
Mr.  Wilson  and  the  members  for  their  expression  of 
thanks  and  appreciation,  and  reported  that  he  made  a 
statement  on  behalf  of  the  druggists  after  the  last 
Council-meeting  to  the  members  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council.  This  was  favourably  discussed  in  a  friendly 
spirit,  and  a  general  meeting  of  all  druggists  should  now 
be  called.  After  a  discussion,  in  which  all  the  members 
present  took  part,  it  was  unanimously  decided  that  a 
meeting  of  all  the  registered  druggists  and  chemists  and 
druggists  in  Ireland  be  called  for  August  31,  in  Belfast, 
arrangements  to  be  made  by  the  committee  later.  It 
was  arranged  to  have  the  annual  excursion  on  August  24. 

Edinburgh. —  The  summer  meeting  of  the  Edinburgh 
Chemists',  Assistants',  and  Apprentices'  Association  took 
place  in  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  house,  York  Place, 
on  August  3,  Mr.  H.  W.  Blair  (President)  in  the  chair. 
By  means  of  a  collection  of  fresh  plants,  systematically 
arranged,  Dr.  W.  G.  Smith,  President  of  the  Botanical 
Society  of  Edinburgh,  gave  an  interesting  practical  demon- 
stration dealing  specially  with  the  classification  of  plants 
and  the  means  of  determining  the  order,  genus,  and 
species  of  any  plant.  The  fresh  plants  included  aconite, 
belladonna,  henbane,  stramonium,  wild  lettuce,  colchicum, 
white  hellebore,  and  single  and  double  chamomile,  kindly 
sent  by  Duncan,  Flockhart  &  Co.  On  the  motion  of 
Mr.  Rutherford  Hill  a  cordial  vote  of  thanks  was 
awarded  to  Dr.  Smith. 


Bankruptcy  Report 

Re  Hugo  Edward  Mayer,  Chatsworth  Road,  Bron- 
desbury,  London,  N.W.,  chemical  dealer. — The  public 
examination  of  the  debtor  was  held  on  August  9  at  the 
London  Bankruptcy  Court,  before  Mr.  Registrar  Mellor, 
the-  accounts  showing  liabilities  6,722/.  and  a  deficiency 
in  assets  of  6,496/.  In  the  course  of  his  evidence  the 
debtor  stated  that  he  was  the  managing  director  of 
L.  Jacobson  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  which  during  the  war  carried 
on  an  export  business,  chiefly  in  chemicals,  until  it  went 
into  liquidation  in  May  1919.  In  May  1918  witness 
formed  the  Ink  Manufacturing  Supply  Co.,  Ltd.,  the 
name  of  which  was  afterwards  changed  to  the  Blacka- 
moor Chemicals  and  Colours,  Ltd.,  which  was  now  in 
compulsory  liquidation.    The  examination  was  concluded.

Like  the  rest  of  the  Scandinavian  peninsula,  the  practice 
of  pharmacy  in  Norway  is  on  the  same  system  of  State 
control  and  life-concession  as  prevails  throughout  Central 
Europe  :  it  is  on  the  same  strictly  ethical  plane,  and  the 
Norwegian  ajfoteker  occupies  a  high  professional  and 
social  status.  He  is  always  a  graduate  of  Christiania 
University — and  there  are  many  ladies  on  the  register. 
The  University  course  requires  eighteen  months  of  resi- 
dence there  :  the  curriculum  does  not  include  bac- 
teriology or  clinical  microscopy ;  there  is  no  degree 
of  Doctor  in  Pharmacy.  The  Government  bureau 
— Socialdepartement,  1.  M edicinalkontor — regulates  the 
granting  of  concessions  (although  these  are  usually  recom- 
mended by  the  municipalities,  and  as  the  local  pharma- 
cists are  usually  members  of  the  latter  body,  there  is 
no  danger  of  the  number  of  new  establishments  being 
increased  beyond  actual  necessity).  This  bureau  is  also 
responsible  for  the  annual  Government  inspection  of  phar- 
macies and  deals  with  such  jnatters  as  the  taxes  to  be 
paid  to  the  State,  which  are  now  proposed  to  be  re- 
fixed  on  a  basis  of  turnover  instead  of  a  fixed 
duty.  Among  wholesale  houses,  that  of  Bferums  Droge 
&  Kemikalieforretning  of  Christiania  (established  1897) 
is  the  best-known,  and  they  have  branch:  houses  at  Bergen 
and  at  Trondhjem ;  there  is  also  Nyegaard  &  Co.  A/S,  also 
of  Christiania.  Supplies  are  increasingly  of  British 
origin,  especially  chemicals,  and  these  houses  also  supply 
all  well-known  English,  French,  American,  German,  and 
Swiss  proprietaries  and  specialities.  There  are  also  two 
wholesale  institutions  on  a  co-operative  basis,  the  A/S 
Apothekernes  Laboratorium,  supplying  the  "  A.L." 
brand  of  chemicals  and  special  preparations,  with  houses 
at  the  same  three  principal  cities,  and  the  A/S  Apote- 
kernes  Fsellesindkjops  (literally,  Limited  Company  of 
Pharmacists,  buying  together),  at  "8  Grubbegaten, 
Kristiania."  There  is  a  tendency  towards  a  State  labora- 
tory, which  has  already  practically  matured  in  Sweden. 

The  fourth  edition  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  Norvegica 
is  dated  1913,  but  was  not  published  until  1914, 
and  owing  to  the  war  did  not  reach  The  Chemist 
and  Druggist  Office  until  1920.  It  is  a  volume 
not  dissimilar  in 
"bulk  to  our  own, 
and  was  reviewed 
in  the  C.  &  D.  (I. 
1920,  p.  854).  The 
editors  were  Pro- 
fessor Poulsson  and 
Drs.  Hag.  C. 
Strom,  S.  Laache, 
and  A.  Hesselberg, 
all  of  Christiania 
and  all  teachers  in 
the  University. 
There  are  two  jour- 
nals of  pharmacy, 
both  published  at 
the  capital  :  "  Nor- 
ges  Apotekerforen- 
ings  Tidsskrift  " 
(Journal  of  the 
Societies  of  Norwe- 
gian Pharmacists) . 
in  its  twenty-ninth 
year,   and  printe'l 


monthly;  and  the  "  Norsk  Farmaceutisk  Tidsskrift, '"also 
in  its  twenty-ninth  year,  and  printed  on  the  1st  and  15th 
of  each  month. 

The  Principal  Pharmacies 

of  Christiania  are  first,  as  always  in  these  Continental 
cities,  "The  Swan."  Why,  apparently  invariably,  as  in 
Germany,  the  oldest,  the  best,  and  the  principal  phar- 
macy takes  this  name  has  been  lost  in  the  mists  of 
antiquity.  Doubtless  its  long  association  in  song  and 
story  with  all  that  is  beautiful  and  pure  explains  its 
fitness  as  a  symbol,  but  it  is  more  difficult  to  understand 
why  it  should  always  be  followed  by  the  lion,  the 
elephant,  the  deer,  and  so  on,  and  what  is  the  reason 
for  that  zoological  precedence.  Anyhow,  the  Svane- 
apotheket  of  Christiania  is  the  most  important  in  Norway  ; 
it  is  recorded  in  the  Government  official  list  as  dating 
from  1628.  The  exclusive  wholesale  agency  for  Norway 
is  carried  for  some  British  and  American  and  other 
specialities,  proving  that  strictly  professional  practice 
is  not  incompatible  with  business  on  the  large  scale. 
Similarly,  the  Elephantapotheket  (1672)  is  the  depot  for 
all  "  Medicinglas,  standglas,  salvekrukker,  kartonnage, 
papirvarer,  and  utensilier."  Chemical  and  clinical 
analyses  are  undertaken  in  the  principal  apotekenes  of 
the  capital,  not,  as  a  rule,  elsewhere.  Four  of  these 
establishments,  other  than  the  two  named,  which  enjoy 
ancient  privileges,  pay  each  6,000  kroner  annually  in 
tribute  to  the  State  (about  250/.). 

But  the  finest  in  all  Norway  now — it  must  certainly  be 
ranked  one  of  the  finest  in  the  world — is  the  new 
Svaneapotheket  in  Bergen.  That  fine  old  prosperous  city, 
the  commercial  capital  of  Western  Norway,  had  more 
than  a  square  mile  of  its  central  business  area  burned 
out  in  January  1916.  Built  almost  entirely  of  wood, 
the  city  has  been  repeatedly  burned  out;  on  this  occasion 
380  buildings  were  destroyed,  and  among  them  was  that 
of  the  old  Swan  Pharmacy.  On  this  site  the  proprietor, 
who  is  also  the  actual  owner — Mr.  Johann  Lothe— erected, 
of  ferro-concrete  and  Norwegian  granite,  the  fine  building 
shown  overleaf.  The  whole  of  the  ground  floor  and  base- 
ment are  devoted  to 
the  business ;  the 
upper  floors  are  let 
as  offices.  The 
photographs  suffi- 
ciently indicate  the 
severely  profes- 
sional note  which 
prevails  through- 
out :  the  front  of 
the  counter  is  m 
dove  -  coloured 
marble,  and  the 
mahogany  counter 
itself,  which  ex- 
tends across  the 
pharmacy,  opposite 
the  entrance,  as  ia 
usual,  is  absolutely 
clear  save  only  for 
a  glass  label- 
damper.  It  would 
satisfy  the  most 
exacting     of  our

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pharmaceutical  purists.  The  shop-rounds  are  all  of  green 
glass  with  cut-glass  stoppers  and  vitrified  labels.  On  either 
side  of  the  entrance  are  tablets  bearing  the  date  of  the 
founding,  1590,  and  of  the  rebuilding,  1920;  the  business 
and  its  privileges  have  been  in  the  possession  of  the  Lothe 
family  for  more  than  two  centuries.  These  dates  are  cut 
in  granite,  as  is  also  the  well  proportioned  figure  of  the

swan  over  the  entrance.  Ten  registered  ayctehernes  are 
employed,  and  there  are  thirteen  other  assistants  in  the 
retail  part  of  the  business.  Also  in  the  Strandgaten,  the 
"shoppiest"  street  of  the  city,  is  the  Loveapotheket : 
the  figure  of  the  lion,  from  which  the  pharmacy  derives 
its  name,  will  be  noticed  in  the  photograph.    The  pro- 


prietor is  Mr.  H.  Vogt-Svendsen.  The  building  illus- 
trated was  erected  in  1830,  replacing  a  wooden  one  de- 
stroyed in  a  former  fire,  and  there  is  a  record  of  con- 
tinuity as  a  pharmacy  since  1609.  There  is  a  fine  large- 
bronze  mortar  here  dated  1693. 

The  monopoly  under  each  Government  concession  is- 
understood  to  have  regard  to  6,000  of  the  population,  so 
that,  adding  the  considerable  fishing  communities  fring- 
ing the  fjords  near  by  to  the  96,000  population  of  Bergen, 
the  eleven  apotokenes  of  that  city  have  each  a  very  fair 
allocation  :  three  new  concessions  were  created  in  1915. 

At  Trondhjem,  the  thifd  largest  city,  and  the  old" 
Viking  capital  of  Norway,  the  leading  pharmacy  is,  of 
course,  "  The  Swan." 

Country  Pharmacies 
Equally  pleasing  are  the  two  country  pharmacies  pic- 
tured.    Visitors  to  the  northern  part  of  Norway  will 
have    happy    recollections    of    Molde — quiet,  reserved, 
stylish,  beautiful,  and  unspoiled.     It  typifies  the  fine,

independent,  and  sincere  Norsk  nature,  unobtrusive  and 
kindly  without  effusiveness.  Molde  also  was  burned  out 
in  1916  to  the  extent  of  about  half  the  town.  It  is  being 
rapidly  rebuilt,  for  the  most  part  of  granite,  and  one  of 
the  nicest  new  buildings  is  that  of  the  only  pharmacy 
there — Mr.  H.  Petterson's.    It  will  be  noticed  that  there

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is  less  compunction  here,  outside  of  the  big  cities,  about 
showing  a  limited  selection  of  the  chemist's  own  prepara- 
tions and  others  of  Norwegian,  British,  and  German 
origin,  while  in  a  glass  case  at  one  side  (not  in  the  photo- 
graph) is  a  selection  of  English  and  American  perfumery 
and  toilet  soaps. 

The  gem  of  all  the  pharmacies  visited  was  at  Naes 

 still    nearer    to     the    midnight    sun     (1,200  miles 

N.E.  of  London).  The  railway  from  Christiania  is 
coming  to  Naes,  and  Naes  is  ready  to  receive  it.  That 
is  why  the  new  town,  growing  up  some  distance  from  the 
old,  is  so  charming  in  its  newness  and  neatness ;  so  great 
is  its  hurry  that  it  is  being  built  of  wood,  although  there 
is  granite  enough  and  to  spare  for  all  the  world  in  those 
awe-inspiring  mountains  in  the  illimitable  background. 
This  pharmacy  was  opened  under  a  new  concession 
granted  in  1913,  and  this  beautiful  wooden  building  was 
erected  in  1914.  Medicines  had,  prior  to  that  date,  all 
to  be  obtained  from  the  apotheket  at  Molde,  twenty-five 
miles  up  the  fjord.  The  proprietor  of  this  new  licence — 
Mr.  Sukkestad — died  only  a  year  or  two  thereafter;  it  is 
now  vested  in  his  widow,  and  the  business  carried  on 
tinder  the  management  of  Mr.  Egvind  Synnes — apote- 
kebestyrer,  as  he  is  called — under  the  State  system, 
whereby,  although  a  business  may  not  be  sold  or  trans- 
ferred, a  widow  may  enjoy  a  life-rent  in  it  or  it  may  be 
carried  on  on  behalf  of  a  son  until  he  may  qualify. 

The  Bergen  Hospital — Haukeland  Sykhus — is  new,  and, 
as  in  other  cities  elsewhere  on  the  Continent,  is  a  State 
institution  and  lavishly  equipped. 

As  has  been  indicated,  many  British  proprietaries  are 
readily  obtainable.  There  is  no  authority  required  for 
their  import,  but  a  few  are  starred  in  the  official  tariff- 
list  as  not  allowed  to  be  supplied  without  a  prescription, 
as  are  also,  of  course,  many  drugs,  and  there  is  a  list  of 
items  that  may  only  be  supplied  to  registered  dentists. 

Dispensing  on  Sunday  and  at  night  (after  7  p.m.) 
is  arranged  by  rota,  and  the  pharmacies  remain- 
ing open  "for  this  service — usually  one-third  of  the 
total — are  advertised  in  the  local  newspaper.  There 
is  no  National  Health  Insurance  :  it  would  hardly 
be  feasible  in  districts  "under  the  eternal  winter  of  the 
mountains"  where  the  hardy  Norskfolk  have  to  go 
twenty  or  thirty  miles  by  rowing-boat  for  the  nearest 
doctor,  although  the  surprisingly  universal  use  of  the 
telephone  has  altered  this  considerably.  In  the  cities 
the  telephone  rates  have  been  increased — to  21.  a  year  ! — 
and  are  cheaper  still  in  the  country.  Even  at  the  fishing 
stations  in  the  remote  and  lonely  Lofotens  the  telephone 
is  the  link  with  the  mainland. 

Gadus  morrhua,  which  has  been  our  earliest  and  nearest 
pharmaceutical  association  with  Norway,  is  still  the 
mainstay  of  the  bulk  of  the  population  scattered  over  those 
three  thousand  miles  of  coast-line.  The  fishers  follow 
the  cod  to  the  far  north  Lofoten  Islands,  and  the  oil — 
medicintran  it  is  called  with  them — is  expressed  there 
and  at  Aalesund,  an  up-to-date  industrial  town,  entirely 
rebuilt  within  the  last  fifteen  years.  Catches  have  been 
very  large,  and  prices,  which  were  so  high  in  recent  years, 
are  now  much  lower.  It  is  said  that  this  is  partly  due  to 
the  fact  that,  as  Norway  buys  no  wine  from  France  and 
Spain,  these  countries  can  buy  no  fish  from  Norway. 

There  is  a  small  amount  of  unqualified  trading  in  the 
cities,  as  "drysaltery  and  perfumery  stores,"  but  these 
are  not  the  thorn  in  the  flesh  that  the  drogerie  often 
proves  to  the  German  apotheker.' 

Prohibition  in  Norway 

has,  as  is  well  known,  been  in  force,  so  far  as  spirits  are 
concerned,  since  1866;  in  Sweden  since  1877.  (There  are 
wine  shops,  permitted  to  sell  wines  containing  not  more 
than  12  per  cent,  of  alcohol.)  All  spirits,  therefore,  and 
all  wines  over  that  strength,  for  medicinal  use  are  dis- 
pensed in  the  pharmacies,  ordinarily  in  sealed  bottles  con- 
taining 300  grams,  and  any  prescribed  wine  in  bottles  of 
650  grams.  A  bottle  of  whisky,  650  grams,  costs.  12  kr. 
(about  10*.),  and  a  half -bottle  of  cognac,  300  grams,  costs 
15  kr.  in  the  official  tariff,  but  as  little  as  10  grams  can  be 
dispensed.    Port  wine  is  supplied  on  prescription  at  8  kr. 


per  bottle,  and  any  wine  or  liqueur  not  on  the  official 
list  may  also  be  obtained  readily,  but,  it  will  be 
noted,  only  from  the  apotek,  and  the  high  standing  of 
the  pharmacists  unquestionably  ensures  the  strict  observ- 
ance of  the  law.  The  trust  reposed  in  them  in  1866  has 
not  been  misplaced ;  they  are  officers  of  State,  and  never 
lose  sight  of  that  responsibility.    The  pharmacy  journals

contain  advertisements  of  cognac,  1842,  1858,  and  1884. 
One  Scotch  whisky  is  advertised  as  "  For  Medicinsk  Brug 
.  .  .  Whisky.  For  the  upper  ten  thousand.  The  sensa- 
tion of  London."  In  the  same  journals  herrer  apotekere 
are  also  recommended  to  buy  from  a  Christiania  firm  all 
they  require  of  "Spirit  (fineste  rektificeret  96  per  cent.); 
cognac,  whisky,  liqueurs,  punsch,  aquavit,  bitter,  genever, 
and  malaga." 

Although  not  within  the  scope  of  these  notes,  the 
wonderful  electrical  development  of  Norway  should  not 
be  forgotten.  The  utilisation  of  the  superabundant  water- 
power  everywhere  available  is,  of  course,  the  motive  source 
for  practically  all  the  industries.  In  places  where  electric 
light  is  not  supplied  free — made  at  some  near-by  factory 
or  hotel — electricity  for  power  is  usually  given  free  to 
those  who  buy  lighting  current.  There  are  several  car- 
bide factories,  but  most  important  of  the  electro-chemical 
industries  are  the  great  works  at  Nbtodden,  in  the  south, 
not  far  from  the  capital,  which  are  of  world-wide  signifi- 
cance in  relation  to  food  and  fruit  supplies  in  the  future. 
Commercial  nitrates  have  been  produced  there  for  some 
years  from  atmospheric  nitrogen,  and  "  norgersalpetre  " 
is  a  formidable  rival  to  the  natural  Chilian  article;  the 
supply  of  the  latter  is,  moreover,  rapidly  diminishing. 
While  no  amount  of  description  can  do  adequate  justice 
to  the  titanic  grandeur  of  the  scenery  of  Norway,  still 
absolutely  unspoiled,  there  are  also,  as  will  be  seen,  sur- 
prises in  utilitarian  directions  in  this  small  country  of 
only  three  millions  of  population.

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Medical  Gleanings 

Stomatitis  Caused  by  Drugs 

Dr.  Hubert  C.  Bristowe  relates  ("British  Medical 
Journal,"  1920,  p.  399)  how  stomatitis  may  be  caused  by 
drugs.  He  cites  two  instances — his  own  and  that  of  a 
patient.  In  the  former  case  the  disease  always  followed 
a  dose  of  antipyrine,  while  in  the  latter  acetyl-salicylic 
acid  was  the  cause.  Cessation  of  the  drug  led  to  a 
rapid  and  complete  cure  in  each  case 

Benzyl  Alcohol  for  Toothache 

Dr.  David  I.  Macht,  Baltimore  ("Journal  of  the 
American  Medical  Association  ")  finds  that  benzyl  alcohol 
either  alone  or  mixed  with  an  equal  volume  of  chloroform 
is  an  efficient  anodyne  for  toothache.  Cotton-wool  satu- 
rated with  the  liquid  is  placed  in  the  cavity  of  the  hollow 
tooth.  The  relief  obtained  is  marked  and  almost  instan- 
taneous, and  the  remedy  can  be  used  without  ill-effect 
in  the  case  of  quite  young  children. 

Smelling  Salts  in  Sea  Sickness 

Dr.  Robert  A.  Fleming  writes  in  the  "  British  Medical 
Journal"  (1921,  726)  : 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  medical  men  to  offer  my  experi- 
ence with  regard  to  the  value  of  ordinary  but  strong 
smelling  salts  in  obviating  sea-sickness.  When  meditating 
over  the  pallor  which  invariably  precedes  the  stage  of  sick- 
ness, it  occurred  to  me  that  if  this  pallor  could  be  prevented 
the  nausea  might  pass  off.  In  a  case  of  ordinary  faintness 
smelling  salts  constitutes  a  well-known  remedy.  It  is 
almost  certain  that  the  brain  or  part  of  it  becomes  anaemic 
in  sea-sickness,  and  that  stimulation  with  the  smelling  salts 
has  a  definite  effect  in  rectifying  this.  The  only  writer 
who  has  suggested  a  remedy  of  the  kind  was  Loomis,  who 
advised  amyi  nitrite,  and  he  suggested  that  this  should  be 
inhaled  repeatedly  whenever  the  feeling  of  vertigo  was  felt. 
Most  people,  however,  find,  that  amyl  nitrite  produces  a 
more  or  less  severe  and  disagreeable  headache.  When 
crossing  the  Channel  some  years  ago  I  tried  strong  smelling 
salts  on  two  fellow-passengers  with  wonderful  results, 
although  the  sea  was  very  rough.  A  second  test"  was  made 
on  a  friend  who  had  to  cross  in  winter  from  Aberdeen  to 
Lerwick.  He  was  a  very  bad  sailor,  and  greatly  dreaded 
the  journey.  Although  the  weather  was  very '  bad,  he 
managed  to  be  the  only  passenger  able  to  be  down  at  every 
meal,  and  he  told  me  that  the  smolling-  salts  saved  him  many 
times  over.  Since  then  I  have  often  recommended  my 
simple  remedy  with  benefit.  As  I  do  not  find  any  reference 
to  this  cure,  or  rather  preventive  treatment,  in  any  of  the 
works  I  have  consulted  which  deal  with  sea-sickness,  I  send 
this  short  statement  hoping  that  it  may  be  of  use  to  some 
of  my  fellow-practitioners. 

Melted  Paraffin  Wax  Bath 

The  use  of  a  melted  paraffin-wax  bath  as  a  treatment 
for  neuritis  and  rheumatism  or  as  a.  preliminary  to  mass-age 
was  the  subject  of  a  paper  read  before  the  British  Medical 
Association  ("British  Medical  Journal,"  1920,  p.  397)  at 
the  recent  meeting  at  Cambridge.  The  author,  Dr.  F. 
Howard  Humphris,  described  how  the  curative  effects 
were  noticed  at  a  works  where  the  employees  were  in  the 
habit  of  immersing  their  hands  and  feet  in  paraffin  wax 
in  the  course  of  their  work.  A  bath  installed  at  the 
2nd  Northern  General  Hospital,  Leeds,  has  been  very 
successful,  as  has  also  the  one  used  by  Dr.  Humphris  in 
London.  A  description  of  an  electrically  heated  bath  is 
given ;  the  method  of  treatment  is  as  follows  : 

The  wax  is  placed  in  the  bath  and  heated  by  two  tem- 
porary coils  of  wire ;  when  the  wax  is  sufficiently  heated 
these  may  be  removed  and  the  bath  heated  at  will  by  the 
permanent  heaters.  The  current  taken  is  about  8  amperes 
at  the  maximum  down  to  about  3  and  2£  amperes.  The 
patient  remains  with  hands  or  feet  in  the  bath  for  about 
twenty  minutes  at  a  temperature  of  125°  to  130°  F.  The 
sensation  is  quite  comfortable.  At  the  end  of  this  time 
the  part  under  treatment  is  removed  from  the  bath  and 
allowed  to  cool.  After  two  or  three  minutes  the  wax  can- 
be  quite  easily  peeled  off.  The  skin  will  be  found  reddened, 
moist,  and  somewhat  greasv,  and  in  ideal  condition  for 
subsequent  massage.  The  patient  usually  experiences  relief 
from  pain,  and  finds  the  joints  more  lissome. 
The  most  satisfactory  product  for  use  in  the  wax-bath, 
in  the  author's  experience,  is  "  Sternol  ozonised  thermal 
wax,"  a  highly  refined  British  wax  impregnated  with  a 
powerful  antiseptic.    .  .

Observations  and  Reflections 

By  Xrayser  II. 

Mr.  Kellaway 

has  the  obstinacy  of  a  weak  man.  He  will  not 
give  way  in  the  matter  of  the  three-half  penny -post-card, 
though  it  is  ruining  the  post-card  trade,  and  must  to  that 
extent  decrease  the  receipts  of  his  own  Department;  nor 
on  the  circular  question,  though  evidently  he  is  being 
forced  to  distribute  circulars  posted  abroad  on  terms  that 
pay  him  less  than  would  circulars  posted  at  home  on 
the  old  terms.  Add  to  all  this  the  indirect  loss  to  the 
country  due  to  restriction  of  business  and  the  measure 
of  his  stupidity  may  approximately  be  taken.  His 
warning  that  sending  circulars  abroad  to  be  posted  is  a 
contravention  of  the  monopoly  of  the  Post  Office  seems 
hardly  borne  out  by  his  latest  deliverance  on  the  sub- 
ject, nor  does  one  see  how  it  can  have  any  justification 
in  fact. 

To  Decorate 

or  not  to  decorate  was  the  chief  question  dis- 
cussed at  the  latest  meeting  of,  the  Council,  and  the 
discussion  was  more  interesting  than  the  question.  The 
majority  of  us  are  but  feebly  interested  in  the  decoration 
of  the  Society's  rooms,  but  the  methods  and  motives 
of  the  Council  concern  us  all  nearly.  To  find  the 
treasurer,  an  officer  whose  special  function  it  is  to  check 
expenditure,  eagerly  urging  the  expense  of  I  know  not 
what  sum  in  work  which  is  certainly  not  of  immediate 
necessity,  which  many  members  of  the  Council  thought 
would  be  better  postponed,  and  one  at  least  regarded  as 
likely  to  prove  a  waste  of  money,  is  in  itself  curious, 
but  the  reason  he  gave  seems  to  me  more  curious  still. 
Let  us,  he  said,  spend  the  money  while  we  have  it;  our 
income  threatens  to  decrease,  and  we  may  not  have  it  to 
spend  next  year.  Why  not?  Are  there  not  banks  from 
which  Mr.  Bilson,  if  he  leaves  the  money  with  them,  may 
next  year  receive  it  back  with  usury?  The  possession 
of  this  unwonted  surplus  seems  to  worry  the  treasurer; 
or  does  he  foresee  other  claims  upon  it  which  would 
prevent  the  decoration  he  desires?  Well,  there  might 
easily  arise  more  important  demands  upon  our  purse  than 
the  one  under  discussion,  or  that  would  necessitate  a  less 
expensive  decoration  than  is  contemplated.  Why  not 
"  wait  and  see  "  ?  There  is  the  ultra-vires  action,  for 
instance,  looming  ahead.  In  any  case  a  declining  income 
should  give  us  pause.  It  is  noticeable,  by  the  way,  that 
several  councillors  confused  decorations  with  repairs,  and 
one  is  almost  tempted  to  think  the  confusion  was  utilised 
to  carry  the  proposal  for  the  former. 

The  Panel  Doctor 

who  allowed  his  lady  dispenser  to  diagnose 
patients'  complaints,  prescribe  for  them,  and  sign  for 
himself,  ought  not  only  to  be  removed  from  the  panel, 
but  to  be  indicted  for  "  infamous  conduct."  From  the 
medical  point  of  view  it  is  difficult  to  conceive  anything 
more  deserving  of  that  designation  than  conniving  at  prac- 
tices compared  with  which  counter  prescribing  is  venial. 
The  chemist  who  prescribes  for  simple  ailments  does  not 
do  so  under  the  guise  of  assistant  to  a  medical  man,  nor 
has  he  the  protection  of  a  medical  man  in  case  any 
serious  mistake  is  made  by  him.  He  is  frankly  "  on  his 
own,"  and  the  public  who  patronise  him  are  under  no 
delusion  as  to  his  position,  but  they  may  easily  be  de- 
ceived as  to  that  of  a  doctor's  assistant.  This  is  only 
one  aspect  of  the  case  referred  to,  and  perhaps  not  the 
worst,  but  it  is  one  to  which  the  attention  of  the 
General  Medical  Council  will  doubtless  be  called. 

The  Merchant  of  Venice 

was,  undoubtedly,  as  is  suggested 
in  your  Italian  News,  a  drug  merchant  in  part ;  for  in 
his  day  Venice  was  the  port  through  which  all  com- 
modities from  the  East  came  into  Europe.  John  Hay,  of 
the  Royal  Society,  tells  us  that  it  was  "  almost  sole 
master  of  the  Indian  trade  "  until  the  discovery  of  the 
Cape  passage,  and  we  gather  from  what  Arthur  Edwards 
(see  Hakluyt)  tells  us  of  the  Venetians  m  Aleppo  that 
the  trade  of  that  great  mart  was  largely  in  their  hands. 


He  mentions  many  drugs  and  "spices"  as  among  the 
chief  commodities  there  dealt  in.  Now  we  know  that 
Antonio  had  argosies  in  Tripolis  (in  Syria),  in  the  Indies 
(not  to  speak  of  Mexico,  on  the  other  side  of  the  world), 
and  that  one  of  his  ships  was  wrecked  on  the  Goodwins. 
We  must,  therefore,  conclude  that  such  as  he  were  aimed 
at  in  the  old  rhymed  tract,  "  On  the  .f  oilicie  of  Keeping 
the  Sea,"  in  which  Venice  is  spoken  of  as  one  of  the 
cities  which  by  their  "  great  Galees  "  brought  us  the  com- 
modities we  ought  to  fetch  for  ourselves,  which  included 
"all  spicery  and  grossers  ware,"  and,  more  particularly, 

"  Scamonie, 
Turbit,  enforbe,  correct  Diagredie, 
Rubarbe,  sene." 

"  Enforbe "  is,  I  suppose,  a  misprint  for  euforbe  = 
euphorbium. 

Your  Retrospect 

the  other  week  noted  the  gradual  dis- 
appearance fifty  years  ago  of  senna  pods  in  French 
pharmacy,  a  fact  which  struck  me  as  curious  considering 
how  greatly  their  use  has  increased  m  this  country  during 
the  last  few  years.  They  were  not  met  with  in  my  ex- 
perience even  in  the  early  years  of  the  present  century, 
nor  do  they  appear  in  our  P.L.  or  the  old  dispensatories. 
Yet  the  Arabs,  who  first  used  senna  in  medicine  and 
introduced  it  into  Europe,  preferred  them  to  the  leaves. 
Hanbury  says  they  are  "still  used  in  some  countries," 
but  I  can  find  little  trace  of  their  use  here.  Gerard,  in- 
deed, says,  "  Arabians  prefer  the  cods,  but  our  phy- 
sicians the  leaves  rather,  for  unless  the  cods  be  full  ripe 
they  ingender  winde,  and  cause  gripings  in  the  belly." 
Attempts  were  made  before  his  time  to  grow  senna  in 
England,  but  in  vain.  What  has  caused  the  return  to  the 
use  of  pods  here?  Gerard's  reason  for  their  disuse  seems 
a  poor  one. 

Allantoin 

is  a  fresh  instance  of  the  good  judgment  of  our 
rustics,  especially  of  old  times,  with  regard  to  the  virtues 
of  plants.  The  great  comfrey  or  consound,  though  it  was 
official  with  us  down  to  the  middle  of  the  eighteenth 
century,  never  had  a  very  prominent  place  in  professional 
practice  ;  but  our  herbalists  were  loud  in  its  praise  and 
the  country  culler  of  simples  held  it  almost  infallible  as 
a  remedy  for  both  external  and  internal  wounds,  bruises, 
and  ulcers,  for  phlegm,  for  spitting  of  blood,  ruptures, 
haemorrhoids,  etc.  For  ulcers  of  the  stomach  and  liver 
especially,  the  root  (the  part  used)  was  regarded  as  of 
sovereign  virtue.  It  is  precisely  for  such  complaints  as 
these  that  allantoin,  obtained  from  the  rhizome  of  the 
plant,  is  now  prescribed.  One  old  Syrupus  de  Symphyto 
was  a  rather  complicated  preparation.  Gerard  has  a 
better  formula,  also  a  compound,  which  he  highly  recom- 
mends for  ulcers  of  the  lungs.  The  old  Edinburgh 
formula  is  the  simplest  and  probably  the  best  :  Fresh 
comfrey  leaves  and  fresh  plantain  leaves,  of  each  Ib.ss.  ; 
bruise  them  and  well  squeeze  out  the  juice;  add  to  the 
dregs  spring  water  lb.ij. ;  boil  to  half,"  and  mix  the 
strained  liquor  with  the  expressed  juice ;  add  an  equal 
quantity  of  white  sugar  and  boil  to  a  syrup. 


The  corporation  of  Accrington  has  agreed  to  supply 
electric  current  for  industrial  purposes  to  the  Phoenix 
Chemical  Co.,  Ltd.,  Church,  at  a  rate  of  1.75'd.  a  unit  in 
quantities  of  not  less  than  15,000  units  a  month. 

The  Java  Government  Cinchona  Undertaking  har- 
vested 333,268^  kilos,  of  dried  bark  during  the  first 
quarter  of  1921.  The  net  profit  realised  during  1920 
amounted  to  1, 130,051. 22fl.,  compared  with  910,349.54fl. 
in  1919 ;  the  increased  profit  is  attributable  to  the  ruling 
high  unit  price  for  bark.  During  the  year  1920  British 
India  imported  133,651  lb.  of  quinine  sulphate,  of  which 
81,951  lb.  were  imported  on  private  account  and 
51,700  lb.  by  the  Government  of  India.  Of  the  total 
amount  imported,  45,305  lb.  were  obtained  from  Great 
Britain,  while  Java  supplied  26,282  lb.  to  private  indi- 
viduals and  firms  and  51,700  lb.  to  the  Indian  Govern- 
ment^altogether  77,982  lb.

Arabian  Medicine 

Me,  JEdwakd  G.  Brown,  M.B.,  F.R.C.P.,  Sir  Thomas 
Adams's  Professor  of  Arabic  in  the  University  of  Cam- 
bridge, delivered  the  Fitzpatrick  lectures  at  the  Royal 
College  of  Physicians  in  November  1919  and  1920.  His 
subject  was  Arabian  medicine,  and  the  lectures  have  now 
been  published  in  book  form  by  the  Cambridge  University 
Press.    A  peculiar  value  attaches  to  these  lectures  in  that 
their  author,  in  addition  to  being  a  medical  man,  is  a 
Persian  and  Arabic  scholar  who  can  go  to_  original  sources 
for  his  facts,  an  advantage  of  more  than  usual  importance 
in  dealing  with  this  subject,  the  Latin  translations  of 
Arabic  medical  works  being  often  very  incorrect.  Pro- 
fessor Browne  says,  for  instance,  that  many  passages  in 
the  Latin  version  of  Avicenna's  masterpiecewere  evidently 
not  understood  by  his  Latin  translator,  and  consequently 
cannot  convey  a  clear  idea  to  the  reader.    The  Arabic 
translations  of  Greek  writers,  such  as  Galen  and  Hippo- 
crates, of  which  the  bulk  of  so-called  Arabian  medicine 
consists,  are  frequently  faulty,  but  much  superior  on  the 
whole  to  the  Latin  versions  of  them  by  which  they  are 
mostly   known  to  the   Western   world.     Of  the  term 
"  Arabian  Medicine  "  Professor  Browne  says  :  "  When  we 
speak  of  '  Arabian  science  '  or  '  Arabian  medicine  '  we 
mean  that  body  of  scientific  or  medical  doctrine  which  is 
enshrined  in  books  written  in  the  Arabic  language,  but 
which  is  for  the  most  part  Greek  in  its  origin,  though  with 
Indian,  Persian,  and  Syriac  accretions,  and  only  in  a  very 
small  degree  the  product  of  the  Arabian  mind." .  The 
Arabs,  indeed,  as  one  of  their  own  writers  declares,  have 
of  all  peoples  the  least  aptitude  for  the  arts.    They  seem, 
however,  like  the  Germans  of  our  own  day,  though  no 
great  original  discoveries  can  be  credited  to  them,  to 
have  been  very  apt  at  exploiting  the  discoveries  of  others, 
and  it  is  to  them  we  owe  the  transmission  of  Greek 
medicine  to  the  modern  world.    The  additions  they  made 
to  what  they  received  from  Greece  were  chiefly  in  the 
domain  of  chemistry  and  materia  medica.    Among  them- 
selves native  physicians  were  in  very  bad  repute,  as  an 
amusing  anecdote  in  the  first  of  these  lectures  shows,  and 
the  medicine  in  the  Koran  excited  the  scorn  of  the  learned 
physicians  of  the  Abbasid  period,  which  includes  the 
"  golden    prime    of    good    Haroun    Alraschid."  The 
caliphate  of  the  Abbasids  began  in  the  middle  of  the 
eighth  century  and  is  the  period  in  which  the  Persian 
influence  became  prominent,  with  brilliant  effect  upon  the 
medical  as  upon  the  general  science  which  had  its  chief 
seat  at  Baghdad.    The  four  physicians  of  this  period  who 
are  best  known  to  fame — Rabbam,  Rhazes,  Haly  Abbas, 
and  Avicenna — were  all  Persians.    Of  the  four  Professor 
Browne  considers  Rhazes  the  greatest,  regarded  merely 
as  a  physician ;  but  Avicenna  was  the  most  voluminous 
writer,  and  in  popular  estimation  occupies  the  highest 
place.    He  was,  as  indeed  they  all  were,  much  more  than 
a  physician,  and  he  obtained  some  celebrity  as  a  poet. 
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Rhazes,  too,  wrote  poetry,  but  of  Avicenna  in  this  capa- 
city Professor  Browne  speaks  with  high  praise.  It  is 
interesting  to  hear  that  Ethe,  on  grounds  that  our  lecturer 
thinks  good,  attributes  to  him  one  of  the  finest  quatrains 
in  the  Kubaiyat  of  Omar  Khayyam,  which  appears  as 
No.  XXXI.  in  FitzGerald's  version  : 

"  Up  from  Earth's  Centre  to  the  Seventh  Gate 
I  rose,  and  on  the  throne  of  Saturn  sate, 

And  many  a  knot  unravelled  by  the  Road ; 
But  not  the  Master-knot  of  Human  Fate." 

In  the  first  of  these  four  lectures  Professor  Browne  traces 
the  rise  and  development  of  Arabian  medicine ;  the  second 
he  devotes  mainly  to  an  account  of  the  four  physicians 
who  were  its  chief  ornament ;  the  third,  after  a  recapitula- 
tion of  what  has  gone  before,  deals  with  the  subject 
more  discursively,  gives  anecdotes  of  notable  cures  by 
Rhazes,  Avicenna,  and  others,  illustrating  their  theories 
of  disease  and  methods  of  treating  it.    Suggestion  appears 
to  have  played  a  large  part  with  them,  and  there  is  a 
story  of  two  physicians  who  challenged  each  other  to  a 
duel  or  ordeal  of  poison  in  which  one  of  them  dropped 
down  dead  simply  from  fear  after  smelling  at  what  he 
understood  to  be  a  poisoned  rose,  the  flower  being,  in 
fact,  perfectly  harmless.      The  fourth  and  concluding 
lecture  continues  the  story  of  Islamic  medicine  down  to 
the  period  of  the  Mongolian  invasion  which  destroyed  the 
glory  of  Baghdad,  and  sums  up  with  a  consideration  of 
its  character  and  the  principles  upon  which  it  was  based. 
This  is  perhaps  the  most  valuable  and  certainly  is  not  the 
least  interesting  part  of  the  book.    And  what,  the  lecturer 
asks,  is  the  practical  outcome  of  the  study  to  which  he 
invites  us  ?    From  the  narrow  utilitarian  point  of  view  he 
admits  that  it  scarcely  pays  for  the  labour  it  involves, 
seeing  that  "  the  whole  system  is  based  on  a  rudimentary 
Anatomy,    an    obsolete    Physiology,    and    a  fantastic 
Pathology."    Except  from  the  Arabian  materia  medica 
and  from  the  rules  of  diet  and  hygiene,  from  which 
some  hints  may  be  gleaned,  "  little  practical  advantage 
can  be  hoped  for."    But  that  the  subject  is  full  of  interest 
his  lectures  abundantly  prove.    For  all  who  have  any 
desire  to  know  the  history  of  medicine  the  Arabic  period 
is  one  that  cannot  be  ignored ;  for  several  centuries  the 
Arabs  were  the  chief  repository  of  medical  knowledge, 
and  but  for  them  much  more  of  Greek  learning  than  has 
actually  perished  would  have  done  so.    The  value  they  set 
upon  medicine  is  seen  in  the  fees  paid  to  its  practitioners. 
Jibra'il  ibn  Bukht-Yishnee,  who  died  about  a.d.  830,  is 
said  during  the  thirty-six  years  of  his  practice  to  have 
earned  (or  at  least  to  have  received)  a  sum  which  Prof. 
Browne  estimates  as  equal  to  3£  millions  sterling.  We 
can  no  longer  regard  the  science  of  medicine  as  their 
creation,  but  at  the  time  when  the  torch  of  learning 
dropped  from  the  hand  of  Greece  they  caughti  it  up  and 
handed  it  on  through  Morocco  and  Spain  to  the  whole  of 
Europe. 


The  Finance  Act,  1921 

The  Finance  Act  has  now,  rather  late  in  the  session, 
completed  its  course  through  Parliament.  In  the  G.  <£■  D. , 
May  28,  p.  81,  we  were  able  to  give  some  account 
of  the  provisions  of  the  measure  as  it  then  stood.  In 
the  interval  it  has  had  a  very  considerable  accretion  to 
its  volume,  as  will  be  understood  when  we  mention 
that  the  number  of  sections  has  grown  from  forty-two  to 
sixty-five,  and  the  pages  from  twenty-nine  to  forty-six. 
Some  of  the  new  matter  introduced  is  of  sufficient  im- 
portance to  deserve  notice.  The  duty  on  mechanical 
lighters  is  done  away  with,  and  the  Chancellor  surrenders 


an  item  of  revenue  too  trivial  in  amount  to  justify  the 
expense  and  irritation  involved  in  its  collection.  An 
attempt  is  also  made  to  bring  the  definition  of  a  taxable 
male  servant  into  line  with  the  view  held  by  some  at 
least  of  our    High   Court   judges.      A  male  servant  is 
not  in  future  to  be  taxable  unless,  in  addition  to  falling 
into  one  of  the  recognised  taxable  capacities,  he  is  em- 
ployed in  some  work  of  a  menial,  personal,  or  domestic 
kind.    The  Commissioners  of  Customs  and  Excise  have 
their  powers  to  provide  for  the  manufacture  of  spirits 
otherwise  than  by  distillation  defined  and  extended,  and 
provision  is  made  for  the  use  of  imported  spirits  in  the 
making  of  power  or  industrial  methylated  spirits,  or  in 
arts  or  manufacture.    Another  of  the  new  sections  is 
noteworthy,  as  it  indicates  the  tendency  shown  in  so  much 
of  our  recent  legislation.      Section  22,  in  making  pro- 
vision for  the  grant  of  licences  for  mechanically  propelled 
vehicles  for  periods  less  than  a  year,  lays  down  that  these 
shall  be  granted  at  such  rates  as  the  Minister  of  Trans- 
port shall  by  order  prescribe.      The  spectacle  of  the 
House  of  Commons  passing  over  to  a  Government  Depart- 
ment the  taxing  prerogative  of  which  it  has  always  been 
so  jealous  is,  we  hope,  a  sign  of  weariness  rather  than 
of    degeneracy.      Under  the  head  of  income-tax    some  , 
important  additions  have  been  made  to  the  Bill.  Per- 
haps that  most  worthy  of  notice  is  the  section  which 
exempts  superannuation  funds  from   income    tax.  In 
future  the   income   derived    from  the   investments  or 
deposits  of  a  superannuation  fund(  is  not  to  be  liable  to 
income-tax,  and  where  any  sum  is  paid    either  by  an 
employer  or  an  employed  person  towards  a  superannuation 
fund,  the  person  paying  it  is  to  be  allowed  to  deduct 
the  sum  paid  as  an  expense  when  he  is  making  out  his 
income-tax  return.    A  number  of  safeguards  are  intro- 
duced for  securing  that  the  concession  shall  not  be  abused 
by  alleged  payments  to  bogus  funds,  and  the  intention 
is  to  confine  the  operation  of  the  section  to  funds  in 
connection  with  some  trade  or  undertaking  carried  out 
in  the  United  Kingdom  by  a  person  residing  therein. 
The  new  principle  seems  commendable  as  an  encourage- 
ment to  collective  thrift,  and  we  wonder  whether,  should 
it  prove  a  success  in  practice,  the  Chancellor  will  have 
the  courage  of  his  logic  and  give  some  consideration  to 
the  professional  or  business  man  who  during  the  working 
days  of  his  career  denies-  himself  something  in  order  to 
build  up  a  small  store  of  savings  on  the  produce  of  which 
he  hopes  to  live  when  he  has  passed  the  actual  working 
age,  and  then  finds  himself  taxed  for  this,  not  as  earned 
income,  which  in  fact  it  is,  but  as  unearned.    The  man 
who  runs  his  own  superannuation  fund  is  not  the  man 
whom  the  State  ought  to  frown  on.     The  excess-profits 
duty  takes  up  a  good  portion  of  the  Act  and  ten  pages 
of  the  schedules.    Much  of  this  is  occupied  with  the 
difficulties    in    connection    with   getting  accurate  stock 
valuations  in  changing  markets,  and  with  the  adjustment 
of  the  tax  over  the  whole  periods  of  charge.  Having 
regard  to  the  serious  calls  for  repayment  of  the  duty 
which  the  Chancellor  has  to  face,  he  must  feel  anything 
but    grateful    to    his  predecessor  in  office  for  having 
neglected  to  take  the  advice  so  freely  offered  him  to 
abandon  the  duty  in  the  Budget  of  1920.      It  would 
certainly  have  provoked  less  criticism  and  occasioned  less 
loss  than  the  decontrol  of  the  mines.    The  general  pro- 
visions of  the  Act  bear  witness  to  the  unpopularity  of 
the  recently  instituted  corporations-profits  tax.    In  the 
present  state  of  the  national  finances  even  the  small  con- 
cessions granted  in  the  Act  to  associations  liable  to  the 
tax  could  only  have  been  secured  by  very  inconvenient 
pressure  insistently  applied  to  the  Chancellor. 
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Turpentine  Outlook 

While  there  has  been  a  lull  in  the  trade  demand  for 
American  spirit  of  turpentine  lately,  with  the  price  falling 
back  as  low  as  70s.  per  cwt.,  there  is  reason  to  believe 
that  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  markets  will  again 
be  active.  Sufficient  information,  at  any  rate,  has  leaked 
out  from  American  sources  that  a  precarious  situation 
may  yet  have  to  be  faced  by  world's  consumers  for  the 
remainder  of  the  season.  Obviously  the  outlook  has  been 
materially  affected  by  the  serious  loss  at  sea  to  which  we 
drew  attention  recently.  The  cargo  involved,  according 
to  later  particulars,  amounted  to  as  much  as  12,000 
barrels  of  the  spirit.  The  turpentine  was  well  insured, 
but  this  fact  does  not  remedy  the  serious  shortage  which 
confronts  the  home  market,  and  the  effect  will  become 
apparent  so  soon  as  the  trade  demand  reasserts  itself.  It 
would  appear  that  the  deficiency  of  supplies,  largely  due 
to  the  shipping  disaster  mentioned,  affects  Hamburg 
much  in  the  same  way  as  it  does  London.  A  few  small 
consignments,  however,  have  been  diverted  from  Antwerp 
and  other  Continental  ports  to  this  side  recently  to  cope 
with  urgent  needs.  It  is  certainly  curious  that,  in  the 
light  of  what  has  happened  and  the  rather  poor  reports 
which  are  reaching  us  relating  to  the  progress  of  the 
new  crop  yield,  not  only  in  the  United  States,  but  also 
in  France  and  Spain  (in  which  countries  a  deficit  of,  at 
least,  20  per  cent,  is  spoken  of  so  far),  dealers  have  been 
simply  marking  time,  preferring  to  wait  for  new  develop- 
ments in  the  transatlantic  trade.  The  key  to  the  position 
is,  of  course,  in  the  hands  of  American  "insiders." 
American  consumers  are  still  feeling  the  effect  of  slack 
business,  and  seem,  for  the  moment,  to  view  the  situa- 
tion with  equanimity,  although  the  receipts  advised  for 
the  first  half  of  July  at  the  four  chief  ports  were  about 
15  per  cent,  short  of  the  total  accounted  for  during  the 
same  period  in  the  previous  season.  It  is  stated  that 
the  paucity  of  new  supplies  from  the  woods  foreshadows 
future  developments.  Some  allowance,  however,  may  be 
made  in  regard  to  this  statement,  which  emanates  from 
an  authority  from  the  distillers'  point  of  view.  Never- 
theless, the  fact  deserves  notice  that,  whatever  the  pro- 
spective American  crop  deficit  may  be  this  season,  the 
stocks  now  available  for  disposal  in  the  South  are  com- 
paratively small,  an  unusual  thing  at  this  time  of  year. 
Digressive  views  are  being  ventilated  as  to  the  future 
course  of  the  market,  these  being  based  on  the  depletion 
of  the  world's  stocks,  a  falling  crop  yield,  comparatively 
high  costs,  and  possibilities  of  a  general  trade  revival. 
The  American  price  last  month  was  propped  up  to  over 
61c.  at  the  time  London  reached  115s.,  but  it  has  since 
fallen  back  to  about  52c,  which  is  practically  the  figure 
that  ruled  prior  to  the  big  loss  at  sea.  It  is  difficult 
to  understand  why  the  London  market  should  have  been 
so  depressed  during  the  last  few  weeks,  considering  that 
the  increase  in  the  London  stocks,  from  the  lowest  seen 
recently,  has  been  only  slight ;  besides  at  a  much  lower 
rate  of  exchange,  as  compared  with  a  month  or  so  ago, 
the  c.i.f.  cost  is  correspondingly  higher.  ^According  to 
the  London  stocktaking  at  the  end  of  July,  the  total 
American  and  French  spirit  represented  only  about  4,200 
barrels,  while  the  returns  of  Spanish  spirit  were  stated, 
to  have  been  suspended.  In  any  case,  the  stock  of  the 
latter  is  known  to  be  almost  insignificant.  At  the' same 
date  in  the  previous  year,  the  total  amounted  to  14,500 
barrels  when  the  London  price  stood  at  160s.,  and  at 
Savannah  at  over  155c.  While  the  London  deliveries  in 
the  first  half  of  1920  represented  47,482  barrels,  the  total 


for  the  same  period  this  year  was  63,703  barrels,  thus 
showing  a  monthly  average  of  over  10,600  barrels.  Based 
on  this  monthly  average,  the  present  dearth  of  stock 
■would  be  barely  sufficient  to  meet  a  fortnight's  require- 
ments. So  far  as  can  be  gathered,  however,  fairly  large 
quantities,  running  into  several  thousand  barrels,  which 
were  shipped  in  the  third  week  of  July,  should  now  be 
about  reaching  this  side  from  America.  Consumers  will 
eventually  have  to  look  round  for  their  usual  require- 
ments, and  probably  considerable  difficulty  will  be 
encountered  in  placing  orders  whenever  a  rising  market 
sets  in.  In  a  dull  market  the  buyer  usually  holds 
back  to  the  last  moment  in  the  hope  of  securing  further 
concessions,  but  it  seems  to  us  that,  after  a  careful 
review  of  the  facts  this  season,  there  should  be  less  hesi- 
tation to  take  advantage  of  the  pause  in  the  demand, 
which  can  hardly  last  very  long,  in  order  to  anticipate 
needs  to  some  extent.  The  aspect  of  the  market  will 
undoubtedly  be  speedily  changed,  and  importers  may  be 
difficult  to  deal  with,  as  the  replacement  of  stock  by 
new  c.i.f.  purchases  from  American  centres  is  not  likely 
to  be  an  easy  matter.  The  contingency  of  large  American 
dealers  stepping  in  at  any  time  to  absorb  whatever  is 
offering  at  prices  which  are  supposed  to  be  below  cost  of 
production  has  to  be  borne  in  mind.  Experience  has 
often  shown  in  the  past  to  what  extent  this  highly 
speculative  article  can  be  manipulated  in  the  event  of  a 
shortage  of  supplies,  to  the  detriment  of  the  consuming 
trades.  The  effect  of  adverse  financial  and  industrial 
conditions  has  been  already  experienced,  and  turpentine 
is  one  of  those  commodities  which  is  quickly  influenced  by 
a  change  of  sentiment.  As  the  price  for  spirit  now 
stands,  there  is  nothing  much  to  be  looked  for  in  the 
way  of  cheaper  substitutes,  while  there  is  as  yet  no  sign 
of  the  pre-war  supply  of  Russian  spirit  being  restored. 
There  is,  therefore,  not  much  chance  of  the  deficit  in 
our  imports  this  year  being  made  good  even  if  prices 
are  raised  to  a  considerably  higher  level.  Unless  there 
are  prospects  of  furthering  production  within  the  next 
two  months  by  the  establishment  of  a  more  attractive 
price,  the  shortage  during  the  winter  months  and  until 
well  into  next  spring  is  likely  to  prove  more  serious. 
It  seems  almost  inevitable  that  the  price  will  again  easily 
be  carried  to  three  figures  in  the  event  of  a  demand. 
Reviewing  the  course  of  the  market  since  early  in  April 
i  'us  year,  the  price,  after  dropping  to  about  45s.,  rose 
er.rly  in  May  to  105s.  on  the  rapid  fall  in  the  stocks  to 
15,000  barrels,  which  compared  with  over  45,000  barrels 
at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  Stocks  since  dwindled 
to  as  low  as  about  3,500  barrels,  but  adverse  American 
conditions  and  a  comparative  absence  of  trade  demand, 
together  with  lack  of  speculative  enterprise,  caused  con- 
cessions to  be  made  down  to  77s.,  from  which  the  market 
jumped  within  five  days  to  115s.  The  renewed  break 
subsequently  has  brought  the  market  down  to  70s.,  and 
new  developments  should  become  interesting.  The 
position  of  resin  can  hardly  be  compared  with  that  of 
turpentine,  as  a  certain  surplus  of  the  former  was  carried 
over  from  last  season,  but  current  supplies  of  resin  also 
show  a  notable  falling  off,  and  there  is  a  prospect  of  an 
advance  in  resin  in  a  more  active  market. 


Home-made  Therapeutics. — A  labourer  who  was

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Scientific  Progress 

Temperatures  under  this  beading  are  on  the  Centigrade  scale. 
Oil  of  wild  Pimemo  Leaves.— According  to 
Roberts  ("  J.S.C.I.,"  1921,  jO,  94)  the  essential  oil  distilled 
'from  the  leaves  of  Amomis  jamaicensis  contains  17  per 
cent,  of  terpenes.  including  dipentene  and  a-phellandrene, 
15  per  cent,  of  eucalyptol,  traces  of  aldehydes,  38.3  per 
cent,  of  alcohols,  principally  Z-linalol  with  some  geraniol, 
1.5  per  cent,  of  linalyl  acetate,  and  traces  of  phenols  and 
free  acids.    Sesquiterpenes  are  also  probably  present. 

Essential  Oil  of  Juniperus  Taxifolia —  Shinosaki 
("  Journ.  Chem.  Ind.,"  Japan,  1921,  24,  202)  has  obtained 
0.24  per  cent,  of  a  pale  green  oil  by  distillation  of  the 
leaves  and  twigs  of  Juniperus  taxifolia,  a  coniferous  plant 
growing  in  the  Ogasawara  Islands.  The  oil  contains 
about  50  per  cent,  of  ot-pinene,  in  both  the  dextro- 
rotatory and  the  lfevorotatory  varieties.  A  second  terpene, 
apparently  bicyclic,  is  present,  a  free  alcohol  of  the  for- 
mula Ci0H180,  an  ester,  a  sesquiterpene,  and  a  sesqui- 
terpene alcohol. 

Siam  Benzoin.  -  Reinitzer  ("Arch.  Pharm.,"  1921, 
259-60)  publishes  further  details  of  his  investigation  of 
the  constituents  of  Siam  benzoin.  Lubanol  benzoate 
CnHi604  crystallises  in  plates  melting  at  72°-73°.  It 
becomes  oxidised  by  exposure  to  the  air,  and  then  exhibits 
the  series  of  colour  changes  which  are  identical  with 
those  shown  by  the  crude  gum  resin  itself.  On  heating, 
it  evolves  benzoic  acid,  and  then  gives  off  an  odour  of 
carnations,  and  eventually  of  guaiacol.  It  is  believed 
that  lubanol  is  either  identical  with,  or  closely  related  to, 
coniferyl  alcohol.  This  point  can  only  be  decided  when 
pure  lubanol  itself  is  obtained  in  the  crystalline  condition. 

Oil  of  Skimmla  l>aureola. — According  to  Simonson, 
the  essential  oil  distilled  from  the  leaves  of  Skimmia 
laureola  ("J.S.C.I.,"  1921,  Jfi,  126)  has  the  following 
characters  :

The  yield  on  the  shade-dried  leaves  was  0.5  per  cent., 
and  the  oil  was  found  to  contain  Minalyl  acetate,  Minalol, 
a  hydrocarbon,  and  some  sesquiterpene  alcohols  and  esters. 

The  Biological  Bole  of  Alkaloids. —  Ciamician  and 
Ravenna  ("  Un.  Pharm.,"  December  1920)  have  undertaken 
an  investigation  of  the  role  played  by  alkaloids  in 
plants,  and  have  found  that  the  most  toxic  of  these 
compounds  are  those  which  at  the  same  time  offer  the 
greatest  resistance  to  the  action  of  oxidising  ferments. 
Their  studies  have  shown  that  instead  of  eliminating 
these  substances,  the  plant  modifies  them'  and  renders 
them  more  stable,  and  this  points  to  their  having  some 
well-defined  function,  possibly  that  of  a  vegetable 
hormone.  They  found  that  caffeine  and  theobromine 
stimulate  the  activities  of  chlorophyll  by  causing  an  over- 
production of  starch,  whereby  the  leaves  (bean)  assumed 
larger  dimensions;  this  was  particularly  the  case  with 
theobromine. 

Test  Solution  for  Acetylene.— Deniges  (Bull.  Soc. 
Pharm.  Bordeaux,  No.  2,  1921)  recommends  the  use  of 
the  following  solution,  by  means  of  which  test  paper  can 
be  conveniently  prepared  for  detecting  the  presence  of 
acetylene  :  Ammonium  chloride,  50  gm. ;  copper  sulphate 
cryst.,  25  gm.  ;  hydrochloric  acid,  0.5  c.c.  ;  water,  to  pro- 
duce 250  c.c.  This  solution  is  stable.  To  apply  the  test, 
4  to  5  c.c.  are  placed  in  a  test-tube,  with  0.3  to  0.4  gm. 
of  copper  filings,  and  the  mixture  heated  gently  until  it 
begins  to  boil.  When  appreciably  lighter  in  colour,  1  c.c. 
of  water  is  added.  It  is  then  rapidly  cooled  by  immersion 
of  the  test-tube  in  cold  water,  and  strips  of  filter  paper 
are  moistened  with  the  clear  solution.  Exposed  to  acety- 
lene gas,  the  paper  assumes  an  intense  reddish-brown 
colour,  due  to  the  formation  of  a  cuprous  combination  of 
acetylene. 


Peruvian  Benzoin.—  A  resinous  substance,  known 
locally  under  the  name  of  "  incienso  macho"-  (male 
incense)  is  largely  sold  in  the  province  of  Cuzco,  and  is 
used  for  religious  ceremonies,  and  for  perfuming  the  air 
in  rooms,  while  an  alcoholic  solution  is  employed  for  the 
treatment  of  affections  of  the  gums.  In  the  shape  of 
plasters  it  is  extensively  employed  as  a  popular  remedy. 
E.  Maldonado  has  investigated  this  substance  ("  Bol. 
Farm,  de  Lima,"  June  30,  1920),  the  exact  source  of 
which  is  unknown,  but  is  probably  a  plant  of  the  Styrax 
variety  [Styrax  ovatus  occurs  in  the  valleys  of  Cuzco). 
It  is  generally  met  with  in  irregular,  hard  masses,  reddish- 
black  or  black  in  colour,  covered  with  a  greenish  powder. 
The  fractured  surface  exhibits  a  brilliant,  vitreous,  yellow 
colour.  The  odour  recalls  that  of  vanilla,  and  the  taste 
is  first  aromatic,  and  then  sharp.  The  author  succeeded 
in  extracting  a  gum,  an  oxydase,  vanillin,  a  small 
amount  of  aromatic  ethers,  and  5  per  cent,  of  benzoic 
acid 

Arsenic  in  Furnace  Dust. —  Mr.  Couvier  describes 
the  following  method  employed  in  the  Toxicological 
Laboratories  of  Paris  for  the  estimation  of  arsenic  in  the 
dust  produced  in  the  metallurgical  industries.  Two 
grammes  of  the  collected  dust  is  weighed  into  a  platinum 
crucible,  mixed  with  5  c.c.  concentrated  nitric  acid,  and 
dried  on  a  water-bath.  Then  10  c.c.  of  a  20-per-cent. 
solution  of  magnesium  nitrate  is  added,  and  1  gram  of 
calcinated  magnesia  is  mixed  into  it  by  means  of  a  china 
/or  platinum  rod.  The  crucible  with  the  substance  is 
dried  in  a  hot-air  oven  and  finally  heated  for  an  hour  over 
a  bunsen-burner  to  a  red  heat.  The  content  is  then  dis- 
solved in  50  c.c.  /V/10  sulphuric  acid  and  the  arsenic 
determined  in  a  Marshall's  apparatus.  The  author  claims 
that  by  his  method  the  solubility  of  arsenic  and  the 
complete  destruction  of  organic  matter  are  assured.  The 
arsenic  present  is  changed  by  means  of  the  oxide  and 
nitrate  of  magnesium  into  magnesium  pyro-arsenate. 

Estimation  of  Santonin  in  W  ormseed. —  Kariyone 
and  Kimura  (Yakugakuzasshi,  November  1920)  recommend 
the  following  method  for  the  assay  of  wormseed  :  10  gm. 
of  powdered  wormseed  is  extracted  with  ether  for  three 
hours  in  a  Poxhlet  extractor.  The  ether  is  removed  by 
evaporation,  and  the  residue  boiled  for  thirty  minutes, 
under  a  reflux  condenser,  with  100  c.c.  of  barium 
hydroxide  solution  (5  per  cent.).  The  solution,  after  being 
saturated  with  carbon  dioxide  until  it  turns  blue  litmus 
red,  is  then  filtered.  Eighty  c.c.  of  the  filtrate  (=8  gm. 
of  drug)  is  placed  in  a  separator  of  200  c.c.  capa- 
city; 10  c.c.  of  hydrochloric  acid  (15  per  cent.)  and 
20  c.c.  of  chloroform  are  added,  and  the  mixture  is 
vigorously  shaken  for  two  minutes.  After  standing  for  a 
few  minutes  the  clear  chloroformic  solution  is  filtered 
through  a  filter,  previously  moistened  with  chloroform, 
into  a  flask  of  200  c.c.  capacity.  The  acid  solution  is 
then  shaken  three  times,  using  on  each  occasion  10  c.c. 
of  chloroform,  each  washing  being  filtered  through  the 
same  filter.  The  total  cho'oroformic  solution  is 
evaporated  to  dryness,  and  the  residue  dissolved  in  30  c.c. 
of  hot  alcohol.  After  cooling,  the  alcoholic  so'ution  is 
neutralised  with  N/10  solution  of  potassium  hydroxide, 
using  phenolphthalein  as  indicator.  Thereupon  20  c.c. 
of  N/10  solution  of  potassium  hydroxide  is  further 
added,  and  the  mixture  boiled  for  thirty  minutes  under 
a  reflux  condenser.  After  cooling,  it  is  re-titrated  with 
N/10  hydrochloric  acid.  On  the  other  hand,  30  c.c.  of 
the  alcohol  use)  to  dissolve  the  chloroformic  extract  is 
treated  with  20  c.c.  of  N/10  so'ution  of  potassium 
hydroxide  in  the  same  way  as  described  above,  and 
neutralised  with  .V/10  hydrochloric  acid.  If  the  number 
of  c.c.  of  A7/10  hydrochloric  acid  used  in  the  first  instance 
is  =X,  and  in  the  second  test  =Y,  the  percentage 
of  santonin  present  is  calculated  by  the  use  of  the  follow- 
ing formula  :

This  method  was  found  to  be  superior  to  that  of  Katz, 
particularly  in  the  presence  of  small  amounts  of  santonin. 
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Dangerous  Drugs  Act 

Commentary  on  the  Regulations 
III 

On  September  1,  prescriptions  will  begin  to  come  in  for 
various  quantities  of  preparations  containing  the  prescribed 
'„'  dangerous  "  drugs,  and  the  dispensing  chemist  must  needs 
be  well  acquainted  with  the  methods  of  deciding  whether 
the  orders  are  within  or  without  the  Act,  and  thus  ensure 
that  the  Regulations  will  be  carried  out  without  undue 
friction.    We  propose  iri  this  article  to  consider  this  aspect. 

There  are  three  standard  "  dangerous  "  drugs — cocaine, 
diamorphine,  and  morphine.  The  limit  of  strength  fixed 
for  these  drugs  is  : 

Cocain  1  in  1,000 

Diamorphin.  ...    1  in  1,000 

Anhydrous  morphine     1  in  500 

Where  the  alkaloids  are  concerned  the  process  of  decidin  g 
whether  they  are  within  or  without  the  Act  is  simple.  Thus, 
diamorph.  hyd.  1  in  1,000,  or  0-1  per  cent.,  is  outside,  since 
it  is  a  salt  of  the  alkaloid.  Therefore  a  prescription  containing 
diamorph.  hyd.  fa  gr.  in  53".  is  easily  checked  by  multiplying 
by  5  and  dividing  by  3,  which  gives  the  percentage  fa  x  5  -f-  3 
=0-084  per  cent,  nearly,  and  therefore  outside  ;  or,  again, 
gr.  in  5SS.— jJjX  10-5-3=0-28  per  cent,  nearly,  and  is 
consequently  within  the  Regulations.  The  percentages  for 
mixtures  containing  heroin  (hydrochloride)  are  as  follows  :

The  same  simple  method  applies  to  cocain.  hyd.,  as  this  is 
a  salt  of  cocaine.  1  in  1,000,  or  0-1  per  cent.,  is  outside  the 
Regulations,  and  when  the  quantity  is  given  per  dram  or 
half -dram  it  is  simpler  to  convert  into  300  minims  by  multiply- 
ing by  the  factors  5  or  10  and  dividing  by  3,  which  yields  the 
percentage.  If  the  amount  is  less  than  0-1  per  cent.,  it  is  out- 
side the  Act ;  if  higher,  it  is  within.  In  the  case  of  diamorphine 
and  morphine  preparations  which  contain  glycerin  or  syrup, 
the  sp.  gr.  is  a  factor  that  must  be  taken  into  account  (see 
Percentage  Table). 

Lozenges,  Pastilles,  Pills,  Tablets 
The  rule  for  finding  the  percentages  in  these  cases  is  : 
Lozenges,  20  gr.  weight  x  5 
Pastilles,  30  gr.  weight  x  10^-3 
Pessaries,  120  gr.  weight  x  5-^6 
Pills,  5  gr.  weight  x  20 

Suppositories,  bougies,  and  cereoli,  15  gr.  weight  x  20  3 

The  percentage  rate  in  these  eases  is  the  same,  but,  if  they 
are  within  the  limits  stated  above,  the  amount  in  each  must  be 
stated.  It  is  necessary  to  know  the  weights  of  the  medica- 
ments to  be  able  to  calculate  the  percentage.  Tablets 
are  mostly  within  the  Act,  as  very  little  admixture,  if  any, 
is  made,  and  the  strength  is  usually  stated.  Pills  of  cocaine 
and  diamorphine  are  seldom  if  ever  used,  but  lozenges  and 
pastilles  containing  these  drags  are  common.  We  have  ex- 
amined a  good  many  and  find  that  the  weight  of  one  hundred 
pastilles  gave  an  average  of  25  grains  per  pastille,  while 
lozenges  gave  an  average  of  20  grains.  We  have,  then,  for 
a  pastille  containing  fa  grain  the  factor  4,  which,  multiplied 
by  fa,  will  give  us  the  percentage  (0-2),  which  is  within 
the  Regulations  ;  but  a  pastille  containing  fa  grain  of  the 
salt  of  the  alkaloid,  which  is  not  unusual,  is  outside  the  Act. 
The  weight  of  lozenges,  on  the  other  hand,  is  very  variable, 
lozenges  being  30  grains,  while  the  average  for  those  containing 
"  dangerous  "  drugs  was,  as  stated,  20  grains.  The  easiest 
factor  to  remember  in  this  case  is  5,  so  that  fa  gr.  x  5  =  0-25  per 
cent.,  and  is,  for  diamorph.  hyd.  and  cocain.,  well  within  the 
Act,  and  just  within  for  morphin.  hyd.,  although  a  25-gr. 
lozenge  in  the  latter  case  is  outside.  A  morph.  hyd.  lozenge 
containing  fa  gr.  (BVx5)  =  0-16  per  cent,  nearly,  and,  as  it  is 
morphin.  hyd.  that  is  used,  it  is  0-15  per  cent,  approximately  ; 
consequently  this  lozenge  is  outside  the  Regulations,  the  limit 
i  ng  0-2  per  cent,  of  anhydrous  morphine.

Where  the  amount  of  the  drug  in  each  is  over  the  stated 
quantity  permissible  for  that  particular  weight,  the  article 
will  come  within-  the  Act. 

As  we  emphasised  last  week,  the  morphine  of  the  Danger- 
ous Drugs  Act  is  calculated  as  anhydrous,  so  that  each  salt 
of  morphine  will  have  a  different  factor.  Morphine 
(anhydrous)  is  100  per  cent.,  therefore  a  safety  figure 
will  be  520  dilution,  and  the  factor  required  for  1  minim 
of  a  1  per  cent,  solution  will  be  5-2.  Thus,  tinct.  opii 
is  standardised  to  1  per  cent,  of  anhydrous  morphine; 
therefore  a  prescription  containing,  say,  40ia  in  gss.  cornea 
out  as  40x1x5-2 — i.e.,  the  safety  dilution,  which  is  208in. 
— and  as  the  dilution  ordered  is  240m  the  prescription  is 
outside  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act.  Put  into  words,  the 
formula  is  :  Multiply  the  quantity  ordered  by  the  percentage  of 
alkaloid,  and  the  product  by  the  dilution  factor  Jor  that  alkaloid. 
The  result  will  be  in  minims,  and  the  total  should  be  not 
greater  than  the  number  of  minims  in  the  prescribed  dose 
of  medicine  containing  the  drug.  Another  example  will 
illustrate  the  method.  Take  the  mist,  bismuth,  et  morph.  of 
the  London  Insurance  Pharmacopoeia  •

The  dilution  of  the  liq.  morph.  is  240ni.  Is  it  within  the 
Act  ?  The  factor  for  morphin.  hyd.  is  4-2,  so  we  have 
10  X  1  x4-2=42?n,  which  is  well  outside  the  Regulations. 

On  the  other  hand,  tinct.  opii  53.,  aq.  ad  ^ss.  (60x1x5-2) 
is  312iit,  and  the  dilution  is  only"  240ni,  so  that  the  prescrip- 
tion would  have  to  be  subjected  to  all  the  formalities  of  the 
Regulations  and  filed  for  all  time.  This  is  a  good  example 
of  mixtures  which  in  concentrated  form  are  often  brought 
within  the  Act.

Reviews  of  Books 


Recent  Advances  in  Physical  and  Inorganic  Chemistry. 

By  Alfred  W.  Stewart,  D.Sc,  with  an  introduction 

by    Sir   William  Eamsat,  F.R.S.  _  Fourth  edition.

&  Co.,  39  Paternoster  Row,  E.C.  4.) 
The  third  edition  was  reviewed  in  the  C.  <£■  D., 
January  10,  1920.  In  the  present  volume  addit'ons  have 
been  made  to  the  chapter  on  absorption  spectra ;  the  posi- 
tion of  the  rare  earth  elements  in  the  periodic  table  has 
been  more  fully  examined  ;  the  newer  work  on  mass-spectra 
is  described ;  the  problem  of  transmutation  is  given  more 
space  and  includes  the  work  of  Rutherford  on  nitrogen, 
and  the  chapter  on  isotopes  has  been  slightly  extended. 
The  author  explains  that  the  work  is  written  for  the 
chemist  rather  than  for  the  mathematician,  hence  the 
appl'cations  of  the  quantum  theory.  Nernst's  heat 
theorem  and  Bohr's  views  of  the  atom  are  not  dealt  with. 
Dr.  Stewart  is  now  Professor  of  Chemistry  in  the  Queen's 
University  of  Belfast. 

Income  Tax  Acts  as  they  Affect  the  Public.  By  GL  F. 
Emery,  LL.M.,  B.L.  10x6.  Pp.  268.  21s. 
(London  :  Effingham  Wilson,  54  Threadneedle  Street, 
E.C.  2.) 

An  up-to-date  treatise  on  income-tax  from  the  point  of 
view  of  the  public — i.e.,  the  legal  niceties  are  not  empha- 
sised, but  the  man  in  the  street  is  told  in  plain  language 
■what  the  bearing  of  the  law  is  and  the  extent  of  the 
rights  and  liabilities  in  particular  cases.  The  nature  of  the 
tax  is  first  dealt  with,  the  scope  of  the  various  schedules 
of  assessment  being  explained.  Incidentally,  the  position 
of  minor  company  employees  is  explained.  They  are 
allowed  to  return  their  income  under  Schedule  D,  on 
request,  an  important  point  now  that  limited  companies 
are  becoming  almost  universal.  Then  information  is  given 
(regarding  returns,  assessment,  exemption,  deductions, 
allowances,  appeals  against  assessments,  super-tax,  and 
what  accounts  are  required  for  income-tax  purposes.  The 
chapter  on  accounts  occupies  thirty-four  pages  and  gives 
many  useful  hints.  The  recommendation,  for  instance,  to 
employ  an  accountant  to  place  the  trader's  books  in  proper 
form  is  invaluable.

(Guide  to  the  recognition,  separation,  and  determina- 
tion of  the  pure  mono-saccharides  and  aldehyde  acids 
and  thofe  obtained  from  glucosides,  etc.) 
In  this  work  the  author  deals  exhaustively  with  the 
various  saccharides,  their  recognition  by  means  of  the 
spectrum  and  various  characteristic  reactions  and  their 
determination,  the  tests  being  given  in  a  concise  style. 
The  subjects  treated  are  divided  into  distinct  groups, 
such  as  pentoses ;  methylpentoses ;  rf-glucoronic  acid ; 
f/-galacturonic  acid ;  hexoses  j  the  quantitative  determina- 
tion of  single  monosaccharides,  of  d-glucoronic  acid  and 
rf-galactnronic  acid,  also  in  mixtures;  formation,  melting- 
point  and  recognition  of  the  hydrazons  and  hydrazids  of 
the  monosaccharides  and  of  d-glucoronic  acid  ;  the  re- 
generation of  monosaccharides  from  their  hydrazons;  re- 
cognition and  separation  of  the  monosaccharides  and  of 
ri-glucoronic  acid  by  means  of  one  or  several  hydrazins; 
analysis  of  glucosides  and  similar  bodies.  The  author 
describes  also  his  investigation  of  the  products  of  hydro- 
lysis of  tragacanth,  and  succeeded  in  demonstrating  the 
presence  of  the  following  saccharides;  1-arabinose  and 
xylose  (together  29.25  per  cent.).;  fucose,  18.7  per  cent. ; 
d-galactose,  3.8  per  cent.,  and  2.2  per  cent,  of  «?-g5ucose, 
probably  derived  from  the  starch  present  in  the  gum.  In 
addition,  rhamnose,  rf-mannose,  and  af-fructose  were 
found  to  be  present.  Z>-galacturonic  acid  was  present  to 
the  extent  of  32.8  per  cent.  The  results  of  no  less  than 
256  investigators  in  this  field  are  quoted,  and  it  should 
prove  a  valuable  work  of  reference  to  those  engaged  in 
this  branch  of  chemical  research,  particularly  since  the 
various  reactions  are  critically  discussed,  based  on  the 
author's  own  observations.

This  work  of  the  eminent  Belgian  savant  is  essentially  a 
pharmaceutical  handbook  on  organic  chemistry,  in  which 
the  subject  is  presented  in  the  manner  in  which  _  the 
author  instructs  the  students  of  pharmacy  at  the  um^er- 
sity,  based  on  thirty  years'  experience  as  a  teacher.  The 
subject-matter  is  prefaced  by  a  chapter  on  the  analysis 
of  organic  compounds,  which  is  rendered  more  interest- 
ing and  instructive  by  the  inclusion  of  numerous  practical 
examples  in  explanation  of  the  various  manipulations  and 
estimations  involved.  The  various  organic  compounds  of 
pharmaceutical  interest  are  arranged  in  groups,  including 
their  derivatives,  such  as  alcohols,  aldehydes,  acetones, 
acids,  sugars,  glucosides,  derivatives  of  ammonia;  and  in 
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the  second  part,  hydrocarbons,  phenols,  acids,  aldehydes 
and  acetones,  phenolic  acids,  derivatives  of  ammonia,  dye- 
stuffs,  artificial  alkaloids,  natural  alkaloids,  the  latter  sub- 
divided into  groups  according  to  their  sources,  and  finally 
camphors  and  terpenes.  The  subject  is  presented  in  a 
clear  and  fascinating  style,  eminently  useful  to  the  stu- 
dent, since  it  gives  all  the  essential  points.  Thus,  in  the 
chapter  on  citric  acid,  the  mode  of  preparation  is  briefly 
stated,  including  its  production  by  the  fermentation  of 
glucose  by  means  of  the  Citromyces  pfefferianus.  This  is 
followed  by  a  description  of  its  physical  properties,  its 
recognition,  and  tests  for  purity,  based  on  the  require- 
ments of  the  Belgian  and  French  Pharmacopoeias.  Its 
pharmaceutical  uses  are  briefly  alluded  to,  before  proceed- 
ing to  describe  the  various  salts  of  citric  acid  which  have 
found  use  in  therapeutics,  giving  in  each  instance  the 
mode  of  preparation,  characters,  and  tests.  The  newer 
synthetic  remedies  have  not  been  overlooked,  in  this  case 
citarin  and  helmitol  are  referred  to.  The  value  of  the 
■work  is  enhanced  by  a  profusion  of  structural  formulas 
of  the  compounds  dealt  with,  a  point  which  is  particu- 
larly marked  in  the  chapters  dealing  on  alkaloids.  Thus, 
in  the  chapter  on  atropine,  the  author  in  a  very  concise 
yet  eminently  lucid  style,  illustrated  by  the  respective 
structural  formulas,  reviews  the  constitution  and  mode  of 
formation  of  atropic  acid,  tropic  acid,  tropin,  tropiliden, 
tropilen,  tropidin,  remarking  in  conclusion  that  the 
mydriatic  action  of  atropine  depends  upon  the  presence 
of  a  hydroxyl  in  the  acid  radicle,  atropine  being  a  real 
ester  formed  by  the  combination  of  tropic  acid  with 
tropin.  The  work  is  well  printed  in  clear  type,  and  is  a 
masterly  exposition  of  organic  chemistry  so  far  as 
it  relates  to  pharmacy,  and  apart  from  its  educational  value 
marks  an  extremely  useful  contribution  as  a  work  of 
reference,  replete  with  the  latest  information  on  organic 
compounds  used  in  medicine. 

Lexicon  Synonymorum  P'harmaceuticorum  in  Linguis 
Latina,  Germanica,  Gallica,  Anglica,  Polonica  et 
Bossica,  in  quo  de  7,000  Medicamentis  Res  agitur. 

Poland  has  contributed,  through  many  of  its  distin- 
guished countrymen,  largely  to  art  and  science,  and  this 
monumental  work,  by  two  now  deceased  pharmacists, 
Ladisiaus  Wiorogorski  (a  late  editor  of  the  "  Wiadomosci 
Farmaceutyczne  '")  and  William  Zajaczkowski,  will  prove 
a  lasting  and  highly  valuable  work  of  reference  to  all 
who  are  called  upon  to  compare  tiie  names  of  chemicals 
and  medicinal  agents  in  different  languages,  either  for 
literary  purposes  or  in  international  commerce.  It  fills 
a  long-felt  acute  want,  for  even  the  best  of  dictionaries 
fail  to  include  all  the  names  for  drugs  and  chemicals,  and 
there  are  but  Jew  technical  works;  even  of  limited  applica- 
tion, of  this  description  available.  The  work  itself  toot 
sixteen  years  to  compile,  and  in  its  preparation  no  less 
than  153  standard  works  of  reference  and  journals  were 
consulted;  the  oldest  being  the  "Pharmacopoeia  medico- 
chimica  Frankfurtensis,"  of  1668,  and  also  Quincy's 
"Complete  English  Dispensatory,"  published  in  1769,  was 
referred  to  for  English  synonyms.  The  work  consists  of 
1,300  well-printed  pages.  Each  article  appears  in  alpha- 
betical order  under  its  chief  Latin  designation,  followed 
by  other  Latin  synonyms,  then  by  the  various  designations 
in  German,  French,  English,  Polish,  and  Russian,  in  the 
order  named.  In  the  case  of  chemicals,  the  formula  is 
also  given,  and  for  drugs  the  botanical  source  is  men- 
tioned, whereby  the  several  designations  in  use  are  in- 
cluded. It  is  difficult  to  select  examples,  particularly  as 
many  of  the  English  synonyms  given  for  plant  drugs  are 
highly  interesting,  and  illustrate  the  care  taken  in  making 
the  work  as  complete  as  possible.  Thus,  under  the  title 
"Flores  Farfarae,"  we  note  the  following  synonyms: 
F.  farfarellae  vel  filii  ante  patrem  vel  bechii  vel  bechionidis 
vel  pedis  asini  vel  quirinas  vel  tussilaginis  vel  tussilaginis 
vulgaris  vel  ungulae  caballinae  vel  chamaleucis  vel 
chamaeleucis  vel  farfugii  .  .  .  and  the  English  appella- 
tions sub  4.  "  Common  farfara  vel  Colt's  foot  vel  Bull's 
foot  vel  Horse  hoof  vel  Cough  wort-flowers."  .  .  .  Tus- 
silago  farfara,  Linn.  (T .  vulgaris,  Lam. — T.  rupestris, 
-Vail.).  Composite.— For  Flores  Nymphsere  Lutese  {Nym- 
phcea  lutea,  Linn.)  we  find  the  following  English  names  : 


Common  yellow  water-lily,  Brandy  bottle;  Candock, 
Water-can  flowers.  For  Chenopodium  ambrosioides,  Linn., 
the  following  are  mentioned  :  "  Mexican  goosefoot,.Spanish 
tea,  Ambrose,  Ambrina-like  goosefoot,  Hedge  mustard, 
Mexican  tea."  As  an  example  of  the  chemicals  synonyms 
given,  we  may  adduce  the  article  entitled  "  Stannum 
bichloratum,  SnCl4."  ..."  Solution  of  stannic  chloride. 
Solution  of  chloride  of  tin.  Stannic  chloride.  Muriate 
of  tin.  Tin  butter.  Perchloride  of  tin.  Bichloride  of 
tinr  Libavius's  fuming  liquor.  The  practical  utility  of 
this  work  has  been  further  enhanced  by  the  issue,  as  a 
separate  volume,  of  a  general  index  for  each  of  the  six 
languages,  thus  facilitating  the  finding  of  the  article  under 
which  each  drug,  or  chemical,  is  described.  The  num- 
ber of  synonyms  included  in  the  work  may  be  gauged 
from  the  fact  that  this  index  alone  totals  no  fewer  than 
912  pages.  The  latter  work  was  undertaken,  after  the 
death  of  the  joint  authors,  by  the  Warsaw  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  by  which  both  volumes  are  published. 

International  Handbook :  The  World's  Chemical  Industry 
and  Trade,  1913/14—1919/20,  By  Dr.  W.  A.  Dyes. 
Vol.  I.  9J;  in.  x  6i  in.  Pp.  1-752.  Edition  E. 
Wittenberg,  near  Halle  :  Hopf'sche  Verlagsbuch- 
druckerei  Gebr.  Jenne,  G.m.b.H.) 

The  author  begins  his  preface  with  the  following  state- 
ment :  "  Sir  James  J.  Dobbie  pointed  out  in  March  1920 
that  people  are  prone  to  be  indifferent  to  and  to  overlook 
developments  in  other  countries  which  in  their  results 
may  be  of  vital  importance.  In  this  publication  it  is  my 
aim,  to  quote  the  words  of  Sir  James,  '  to  journey  into 
foreign  countries  and  bring  back  books  and  abstracts  and 
patterns  of  experiments  of  all  other  parts.'  The  world- 
war  has  separated  the  nations.  Instead  of  international 
science,  an  attempt  is  made  to  base  science  upon  inter- 
allied principles,  and  to  seclude  Germany  from  the  inter- 
national council  and  interchange  of  science.  This  is  the 
more  regrettable  as  Germany  is— according  to  J.  A.  de 
Haas  in  'The  Nation'  (New  York,  January  12,  1921) — 
more  than  any  other  nation  in  need  of  a  broadening  con- 
tact, is  almost  completely  isolated,  and  would  feel  the 
effect  of  a  stunted  intellectual  life  for  generations."  The 
book  deals  with  a  wide  range  of  subjects  under  a  variety 
of  titles,  such  as  "  Gas  Warfare,"  "  Hardening  of  Oils," 
"  Persulphates,"  "  Soap  Trust  (Lever  Brothers),"  "  Sea 
Weed,"  "Taste,"  "Thymol,"  "  Water  Power,"  "Winter- 
green  Oil,"  "  Wool  Scouring,"  "  Zinc  Paints,"  to  quote 
but  a  few.  The  subject-matter  under  the  title  of  "  Dyes  " 
extends  to  eleven  pages,  and  begins  with  an  exposition 
of  Germany's  pre-war  production  of  aniline  dyes,  giving  a 
table  of  the  stock  issued  by  the  seven  works  forming 
the  German  Dye  Trust.  This  is  followed  by  a  note  on 
the  development  of  the  dyestuff  industry  in  Great  Britain 
during  the  war,  based  on  numerous  quotations  from  pro- 
fessional and  daily  papers.  "  New  trade  names 
have  arisen  for  vat  dyes  in  England.  The  vat 
dyes  of  British  Dyes,  Ltd.,  are  called  chloranthrene 
colours;  those  of  Levinstein,  Ltd.,  duranthrene  colours; 
those  of  L.  B.  Holliday  &  Co.  hydranthrene  colours ;  while 
Scottish  Dyes,  Ltd.,  has  affixed  the  name  of  caledon  to 
its  products."  In  the  article  on  saccharin  we  find  the 
following  introductory  statement  :  "  There  is  a  great  over- 
production of  saccharin  in  the  world.  During  the  war 
no  less  than  ten  factories  undertook  the  manufacture  of 
saccharin  in  England.  However,  since  the  cost  of  pro- 
duction in  England  is  said  to  have  amounted  to  no  less 
than  22s.  per  pound,  whereas  American  firms  were  able  to 
supply  at  12s.  to  15s.  inclusive  of  duty,  several  of  these 
English  firms  have  given  up  its  manufacture  ('  Chem. 
Zeit.,'  No.  47,  April  17,  1919)."  This  is  followed  by 
a  statement  of  British  imports  of  saccharin,  and  a  repro- 
duction of  the  list  of  expired  patents  to  the  end  of  1900 
abstracted  from  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  March  2, 
1918.  The  manufacture  of  saccharin  in  France,  Switzer- 
land, Sweden,  Finland,  Austria,  and  the  United  States  is 
then  dealt  with.  The  book  contains  a  wealth  of  informa- 
tion presented  in  a  novel  manner,  the  value  of  which  is 
enhanced  by  the  indication  of  the  source  in  every  instance, 
and  will  prove  a  useful  work  of  reference. 
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Practical  Notes  and  Formulas 

Preserving  Botanical  Specimens 

To  preserve  the  greenness  of  the  leaves  of  botanical 
specimens  place  the  leaves  in  a  boiling  solution  of  copper 
acetate  and  acetic  acid.  The  copper  combines  with  the 
chlorophyll  to  form  a  permanent  green  colour.  The  dry- 
ing process,  such  as  immersion  in  hot  sand,  may  then  be 
carried  out  as  usual. 

Cockroach  Powder 
Mr.  F.  Laing,  in  Pamphlet  No.  12  (1921)  of  the 
Economic  Series  issued  by  the  British  Museum  (Natural 
History),  states  that  the  most  effectual  powder  for  killing 
the  cockroach  (Blatta  oriental's,  L.)  is  a  mixture  of 
sodium  fluoride  3  parts  and  pyrethrum  powder  1  part. 
The  powder,  which  is  harmless  to  domestic  pets,  should 
be  scattered  about  the  haunts  of  the  cockroaches  in  the 
evening  and  the  dead  ones  removed  next  morning. 

Ambrine  Imitations 

Various  formulas  for  this  preparation  for  treating 
burns  have  been  given  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist 
Diary,  1918,  and  the  C.  &  D.,  January  5,  1918.  The 
following  is  a  formula  devised  at  the  Copenhagen  Finsen 
Institute,  and  known  under  the  name  "  Parasan  '-'  : 


Benzoin  resin  ...       ...  1  part

Neutral  paraffins 

(m.p.  52°  C.)    100  parts 


Sterilise  by  repeated  heating  at  a  high  temperature. 

An  Ideal  Zinc  Ointment 

Mb.  A.  H.  Clark,  of  the  School  of  Pharmacy,  Univer- 
sity of  Illinois,  read  a  paper  before  the  American  Pharma- 
ceutical Association  on  the  best  formula  for  zinc  ointment 
from  the  standpoints  of  therapeutic  activity  and  keeping 
qualities.  He  found  that  an  ointment  made  with  lard 
produces  a  disagreeable  odour  and  becomes  granular. 
With  lanoline  and  yellow  soft  paraffin  an  unpleasant  odour 
develops.  White  wax  gives  an  ointment  that  is  very 
liable  to  shrink.  The  ideal  ointment  is  obtained  with 
the  following  formula  : 

Soft  white  paraffin   65  parts 

Hard  paraffin  ...       ...       ...   15 parts 

Zinc  oxide    ...   20  parts 

This  ointment  is  odourless,  does  not  shrink,  nor  does  it 
separate  or  granulate. 

Iso-AIcoholic  Elixir 

With  the  object  of  using  a  minimum  amount  of 
alcohol  so  as  to  produce  an  elixir  of  an  alcoholic  strength, 
just  sufficient  to  dissolve  the  medicament  of  which  it  is 
the  vehicle,  Mr.  Bernard  Fantus  and  Mr.  C.  M.  Snow 
have  devised  the  following  formula  : 


Compound  spirit  of  orange  ...  10 

Syrup    375 

Purified  talc   ...       ...       ...  30 

Alcohol   -     ...  50 

Glycerin    200 

Distilled  water  to  make    ...  1.000 


Mix  the  compound  spirit  of  orange  with  the  alcohol. 
Add  the  glycerin,  syrup,  and  then  the  water,  each  of 
these  in  several  portions,  agitating  after  each  addition. 
Mix  the  purified  talc  intimately  with  the  liquid,  and  then 
filter  through  a  wetted  filter,  returning  the  first  portion 
of  the  filtrate  until  a  transparent  liquid  is  obtained. 

Toxicity  of  Barium  Carbonates  to  Rats 

A  series  of  experiments  on  the  toxicity  of  various 
substances  to  rats  and  their  suitability  for  poisoning  these 
animals  was  undertaken  by  the  Bureau  of  Chemistry  as 
part  of  the  rat-extermination  work  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  "Agriculture.  The  results  of  the  tests  with 
barium  compounds  brought  out  the  following  facts  : 
Lethal  Dose  for  Rats.- — Barium  chloride,  subcu- 
taneously,  45  to  89  mg.  per  kilo.,  by  stomach  tube,  350  to 


535  mg.  per  kilo. ;  barium  carbonate,  -per  os,  630  to 
750  mg.  per  kilo.  On  the  basis  of  the  barium  content, 
the  carbonate  is  about  two-thirds  as  active  as  the  chloride 
when  administered  per  os.  The  average  intake  of  food, 
both  poisoned  and  unpoisoned,  by  hungry  white  rats,  was 
one-hundredth  of  their  body  weight.  Twenty  per  cent, 
of  barium  carbonate  in  the  rat  bait  was  found  to  be  an 
efficient  concentration.  With  this  percentage  a  rat  is 
required  to  eat  only  one-third  or  three-eighths  of  a  meal 
of  average  size,  or  one  three-hundred-and-twentieth  to 
one  two-hundred-and-sixty-sixth  of  its  own  weight,  in 
order  to  secure  the  ingestion  of  a  lethal  amount.  With 
this  concentration  many  of  the  rats  die  within  the  first 
twenty-four  hours,  the  chief  factor  being  the  consumption 
of  an  amount  larger  than  the  minimum  efficient  lethal 
dose. 


The  Court  Pharmacy  in 
Moscow 


It  has  been  generally  accepted  that  the  oldest  pharmacy 
in  Busbia,  the  Tsar's  court  pharmacy  in  Moscow,  was 
founded  by  an  Englishman,  James  Frencham,  in  1581.  It 
was  in  the  reign  of  Ivan  IV.,  better  known  under  the 
appellation  of  Ivan  the  Terrible,  that  trade  relations 
between  England  and  Muscovy,  by  way  of  Archangel, 
were  first  initiated  in  1582,  after  Sir  Richard  Chancellor, 
who  had  been  sent  out  from  London  to  discover  a  sea 
route  to  India  and  China  round  the  north  of  NoTway, 
landed  on  August  24,  1553  at  the  mouth  of  the  Dvina. 
He  was  summoned  to  Moscow  by  Ivan-4he  Terrible,  and 
succeeded  in  securing  important  trading  privileges  for 
the  subjects  of  Queen  Elizabeth.  We  also  know  that 
anothafr  Engjlish  pharmiacist,  Thomals  Carver,  reached 
Moscow,  where  he  perished  in  the  fire  which  burnt  down 
the  English  trading  house  in  1571,  during  an  attack  on  the 
town  by  the  Tartars.  Based  on  his  studies  in  the  library 
of  the  Rumyantzov  Museum  in  Moscow,  which  contains 
about  a  million  volumes,  and  is  especially  rich  in  histori- 
cal works,  magister  of  pharmacy  Paul  Spehr,  of  Mitau, 
seeks  to  prove  that  the  pharmacy  in  question  existed 
already  prior  to  Frencham's  time,  and  was  in  fact  founded 
by  a  Dutchman,  Arend  Classen,  who  died  there  in  1620. 
In  a  highly  interesting  historical  review,  contributed  in 
commemoration  of  Classen's  tercentenary  to  the  "  Phar- 
maceutisch  Weekblad  "  of  December  18,  1920,  a  delicate 
compliment  to  Classen's  countrymen,  Spehr  has  collected 
all  references  he  has  been  able  to  find  in  the  records  to 
this  Dutch  pharmacist,  from  which  it  is  apparent  that 
he  was  held  in  very  high  esteem  by  the  Russians  of  his 
time.  In  the  records  he  is  given  the  title  of  his  "  Imperial 
Majesty's  Pharmacist  and  Interpreter,"  and  Spehr  is  of 
opinion  that  he  arrived  in  Moscow  in  1557,  together  with 
Anthony  Jenkinson.  He  also  quotes  a  writer  of  1620, 
who  speaks  of  two  pharmacies  in  Moscow,  which  are 
dealt  with  in  a  special  chapter  in  which  it  is  stated  that 
' '  the  Tsars  possess  two  beautitf  ul,  costly  pharmacies, 
such  as  I  have  never  seen,  one  in  the  Tsar's  residence  in 
the  castle  of  the  Kremlin,  and  the  other  in  the  town. 
With  the  exception  of  these,  there  are  no  pharmacies  to 
be  found  throughout  the  Tsar's  realm,  except  the  Chinese 
pharmacy  in  Najaga." 

There  is  no  want  of  all  kinds  of  beautiful  medicines,  and 
all  is  there  that  can  be  wished  for  in  avery  valuable  and 
well-fitted-up  pharmacy.

Spehr  places  the  foundation  of  the  first  pharmacy  about 
the  year  1560,  and  of  the  second  at  1572,  the  latter  being 
more  readily  accessible  and  serving  principally  to  meet 
the  requirements  of  the  army.  In  1701,  Peter  the  Great 
granted  the  first  concessions  for  opening  eight  public 
pharmacies  in  Moscow,  but  nearly  ten  years  elapsed  before 
competitors  presented  themselves  to  obtain  these  privi- 
leges, and  the  new  pharmacies  were  actually  created.

The  holidays  are  apparently  keeping  business  in  a  small 
compass,  and  those  at  present  away  will  find,  upon  their 
return,  many  important  market  changes.  The  loss  of 
the  Siam  Mam  in  the  Red  Sea  means  the  cancellation  of  a 
large  number  of  forward  contracts.  Firms  depending 
upon  delivery  of  raw  material  have  had  to  make  hurried 
new  arrangements,  which  have  considerably  hardened  the 
price  of  both  spot  and  close-at-hand  goods.  These  include 
agar-agar  (Japanese  isinglass),  camphor  and  menthol, 
while  the  continued  dry  weather  is  sending  up  the  prices 
of  cereals  and  seeds.  Considerable  quantities  of  Cochin 
ginger  have  been  sold  for  export,  and  the  failure  of  the 
monsoon  is  expected  to  result  in  an  indifferent  crop, 
and  has  caused  heavy  buying.  Some  thousands  of  bags 
of  Calicut  and  Cochin  have  changed  hands  during  the 
past  week.  No  ergot  seems  to  be  available  on  the  spot.

Hamburg  Drug  and  Chemical  Markets 

August  1. 

A  leading  Hamburg  wholesale  drug-house  in  its  market 
report  prefaces  its  quotations  by  the  following  remarks: 
The  world-wide  problems  which  havrs  been  raised  by  the 
prosecution  of  the  war,  by  other  than  warlike  means,  have 
had  such  far-reaching  consequences  that  neither  prominent 
individuals  nor,  indeed,  any  single  nation  is  apparently 
i-i  a  position  to  find  a  solution.  The  indispensable  inter- 
national co-operation  necessary  to  bring  about  the  restora- 
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tion  of  economic  peace  in  Central  Europe  is  still  wanting, 
as  well  as  the  recognition  of  the  necessity  of  removing  the 
barriers  which  separate  the  various  peoples.  With  the 
restoration  of  unfettered  commercial  intercourse  the  geo- 
graphical frontiers  will  disappear,  and  through  the  exchange 
of  work,  capital,  and  the  products  of  agriculture,  common 
sense  will  promote  mutual  assistance  by  mutual  interchange 
of  commodities.  The  policy  dictated  by  hatred  will 
eventually  have  to  give  way  in  the  face  of  economic  de- 
mands resulting  from  the  course  of  events,  for  history  has 
shown  that  certain  laws  of  Nature  are  more  powerful  than 
impracticable  theories  advanced  by  ministers,  and  a  policy 
irimical  to  economic  interests,  following  a  course  contrary 
to  Nature's  postulates.  Either  force  will  lay  the  world  iD 
ruins,  or  agreement  and  co-operation  will  point  the  way  out 
to  all  nations,  since  common  sense  alone  can  act  as  a  guide. 
The  Russian  madness  and  its  consequences  should  prove  a 
warning  to  the  world,  since  life  seems  scarcely  worth  living 
under  the  conditions  prevailing  in  Russia.  Although  orders 
are  plentiful,  the  home  trade  entails  a  large  amount  of 
work  in  consequence  of  the  smallness  of  the  orders  placed, 
a  state  of  affairs  which  has  now  become  a  matter  of  course. 
Foieign  orders  and  exports  are  brisk  pnd  satisfactory.  The 
exchange  shows  signs  of  nervousness.  For  several  articles, 
particularly  those  requiring  coal  for  their  production,  the 
tendency  is  firm,  and  points  to  a  rise  in  prices,  especially 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  stocks  held  by  speculators  have 
now  been  cleared.  The  protracted  drought  is  causing  an 
increase  in  the  price  of  home-grown  foodstuffs  and  in  the 
cost  of  living  (increase  in  the  price  of  bread).  Strikes 
and  further  demands  for  increased  wages  are  to  be  expected, 
which  in  turn  will  raise  the  costs  for  the  public.  The 
following  prices  are  in  marks  per  kilo. : 

Acetic  Acid. — Glacial  (98/100  per  cent.)  has  been  neglected 
in  spite  of  its  scarcity  at  m.15,  and  for  export  m.13. 

Agar-agar. — The  demand  is  surprisingly  brisk,  so  that 
the  small  arrivals  scarcely  affect  stocks.  The  price  has 
advanced  to  m.93  for  Kobe  1,  and  to  m.86  for  Kobe  2  for 
orders  of  one  bale,  while  broken  bulk  is  quoted  at  m.100. 

Anise. — Spanish  is  slightly  firmer  at  m.18,  while  supplies 
are  less  plentiful. 

Balsam  Peetj. — Genuine  has  been  sold  in  small  amounts 
at  m.290.

— Speculators'  stocks  being  cleared,  coupled 
with  small  supplies  from  manufacturers,  in  conjunction  with 
a  brisk  home  and  foreign  demand,  the  price  advanced 
to  m.72,  and  for  export  m.73. 

Cotjmarin  is  in  demand  at  its  reduced  price  of  m.250. 

Cream  of  Tartar  (98/100  per  cent.)  has  recently  been  sold 
ici  large  tmounts,  and  in  view  of  scanty  supplies  from  manu- 
facturers is  apparently  advancing  in  price  at  its  present 
quotation  of  m.27,  and  m.28  for  export.

Heliotropine  has  recently  been  in  greater  demand  at 
m.275,  and  for  export  m.300. 

Menthol  Cryst. — Increased  orders  have  led  to  an  advance 
in  price  to  m.650  for  orders  of  one  or  more  cases,  and  to 
ni.675  for  broken  bulk. 

Milk-sugar. — Supplies  are  scarce.  The  prevailing 
drought  has  had  the  effect  of  reducing  the  supply  of  fodder 
and  raising  the  price  of  milk,  so  that  higher  prices  for  milk- 
siigar  are  likely.  The  present  quotation  is  m.24,  and  for 
export  m.27. 

Salicylic  Acid.— The  hitherto  small  d  emand  has  given 
way  to  larger  transactions  at  m.33,  and  for  export  m.35. 

Stramonium  Leaves.— New  harvest  is  offered  at  m.18. 

Tartaric  Acid. — This  is  now  the  time  when  it  is  in  greatest 
demand,  and  is  being  briskly  sold  at  m.35  for  powder  and 
granular,  while  crystals,  which  are  scarce,  are  quoted  m.36. 
For  export  an  extra  charge  of  m.l  per  kilo,  is  made.  The 
tendency  is  firm. 

Sodium  Salicylate. — The  price  has  remained  stationary 
at  m.50  in  consequence  of  scanty  -supplies  and  decrease  in 
orders. 

Vanillin.— The  stocks  held  by  speculators  have  now  been 
cleared.  Higher  prices  for  cloves  end  for  oil  of  cloves  have 
resulted  in  numerous  advances  in  price  by  manufacturers, 
so  that  it  is  now  quoted  at  m. 1,025,  and  for  export  m.1,000. 
Both  demand  and  sales  are  very  brisk.

Italian  Olive  Oil 

In  Calabria,  and  Puglia  the  suppliers  of  olive  oil  had  to 
cancel  their  contracts  owing  to  the  recent  Soleri  decree, 
and  the  sudden  reduction  in  the  demand,  created  through 
the  excessive  consumption  of  the  cheaper  seed  oils,  brought 
a  very  severe  crisis  in  the  olive-oil  industry  in  general. 
This  crisis  was  accentuated  by  the  excessively  high  prices 
maintained  for  olive  oils.  For  the  above  reasons  a  repre- 
sentative number  of  olive  growers  interviewed  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  in  Rome,  and  the  first  steps  were  taken 
to  deal  with  the  question.  The  growers  suggested,  among 
other  mattery,  the  exportation  of  seed  oil,  the  immediate 
stoppage  of  seed-oil  importation,  and  a  special  importation 
tax  on  all  edible  oils  not  of  European  countries.  The  pro- 
duction of  olive  oil  during  last  year  was  60,000  tons  above 
the  average  yearly  production,  and  the  exportation  of 
40,000  tons  was  consented  to  by  the  Commissioner  for  Pro- 
visions. But  it  was  too  late,  and  Italian  producers  found 
the  foreign  markets  already  occupied  by  the  French  and 
Spanish  oils.  All  the  places  that  would  have  consumed 
Italian  olive  oil  have  had  at  their  disposal  an  enormous 
quantity  of  seed  oil,  of  which  19,000  tons  are  still  unsold, 
and  there  is  a  certain  quantity  .of  seeds,  purchased  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Provisions,  which,  when  transformed  into 
oil,  will  represent  another  25,000  tons.  Some  of  the  current 
quotations  at  the  end  of  June  were  as  follows  :  Riviera  olive 
oil,  lire  9,500  to  lire  10,500  per  ton;  Bari,  lire  8,000  to 
9,000;  Bitonto,  lire  8,000  to  9,000;  Molfetta,  lire  7,500  to 
8,000;  Calabrian,  lire  7,500  to  8,000;  refined,  lire  8,500  to 
9,000  per  ton. 

United  States  Tariff 

The  "Board  of  Trade  Journal"  (August  4)  has  issued 
ai  a  Supplement  a  reprint  (in  part)  of  a  Bill  as  passed  by 
the  United  States  House  of  Representatives  containing 
details  of  the  proposed  new  United  States  Customs  Tariff. 
The  Bill  was  passed  by  the  House  of  Representatives  on 
July  21,  and  is  now  under  consideration  in  the  Senate. 


Opium  Cultivation. — According  to  a  forecast  received  in 
the  Indian  Department  of  Statistics,  it  appears  that  the 
total  area  under  opium  in  the  Gwalior  State  for  1920-21 
(Samvat  1977)  amounts  to  17,400  acres.,  and  the  yield  to 
4,600  maunds.  The  monsoon  rains  were  deficient  in  Malwa, 
but  this  was  to  a  certain  extent  made  up  by  timely  winter 
rains,  which  accounted  for  an  increase  in  outturn  as  com- 
pared with  the  previous  year.  The  crop  was,  moreover, 
free  from  damage  by  frost  this  year.

Sir, — The  Home  Office  ietter  [G.  &_  D.,  August  6, 
p.  55)  on  your  reply  to  F.  W:  P.  (19/7)  was  interesting, 
but,  according  to  my  reading  of  the  Regulations,  incon- 
clusive. Keauuig  Rtgu.ations  o,  4,  1U,  ana  ll  it  seems  to 
me  that  someone  has  not  understood  the  point  at  issue. 
A  person  is  prohibited  from  supplying,  procuring,  or 
offering  to  supply,  etc.,  (Regulation  3  a)  unless  he  ia 
licensed  by  the  foeeretary  oi  btate  or  by  the  regulations, 
etc.,  to  supply  the  drug,  (Regulation  3  b)  otherwise1 
than  in  accordance  with  the  terms  and  conditions  of 
sucn  licence  or  authority,  (Regulation  4)  except  where 
the  drugs  are  lawfully  dispensed  on  a  prescription,  or  are 
supplied  by  a  medical  practitioner  who  dispenses  his  own 
medicines.  Regulation  10  permits  a  pharmacist  (a)  to 
manufacture  at  the  shop  in  the  ordinal  y  course  of  retail 
business,  (b)  to  carry  on  at  the  shop  the  business  of 
retailing,  dispensing,  etc.  Regulation  11  authorises 
medical  men  and  others  to  be  in  possession,  etc.  Now 
the  point  at  issue  is  not  whether  you  supply  a  doctor 
with  4  oz.  injectio  moiphinae  or  any  similar  preparation 
for  the  personal  administration  specified  in  Regulation  4, 
which  provides  that  administration  of  the  drugs  shall 
be  under  the  direct  supervision  of  a  duly  qualified 
medical  practitioner ;  but  where  the  chemist  is  doing  a 
wholesale  trade  and  the  doctor  is  purchasing  in  wholesale 
quantities  from  the  chemist  for  the  purpose  of  distri- 
buting by  means  of  dispensing  medicine  (like  any  other 
dispensing  business)  it  is  a  different  matter,  and  I  fail 
to  see  any  part  of  the  Regulations  which  gives  the  chemist 
the  authority  save  on  the  terms  of  any  other  wholesale 
distributor.  H.s  authority  (Regulation  lO  6)  is  to  retail, 
dispense,  or  compound.  It  is  another  instance  where  the 
draftsman  has  either  not  understood  or  lost  himself  in  a 
maze  of  words.  Were  I  a  retailer  with  as  a  separate  part 
of  my  business  a  wholesale  doctor's  trade,  I  should  not 
accept  the  disclaimer,  but  write  for  a  licence.  If  the 
Home  Office  reply  saying  a  licence  for  wholesale  dealing 
with  licensed  persons  is  not  necessary,  then  that  letter 
should  be  filed  as  evidence  in  case  any  future  occupant 
of  the  Dangerous  Drugs  chair  shall  change  his  mind.

"Surplus"  Women 

Sir, — I  object  very  strongly  to  the  term  "surplus" 
women,  and  only  use  it  in  reference  to  some  remarks 
in  the  "  Observations  and  Reflections  "  of  "  Xrayser  II." 
in  the  C.  d~  D.,  August  6,  p.  53.  With  respect  to 
the  increasing  number  of  women  pharmacists,  I  hold 
that  there  is  a  very  large  number  of  growing  villages 
in  the  kingdom  not  big  enough  to  support  a  male  chemist, 
with,  possibly,  a  wife  and  family  dependent  on  him,  but 
sufficient  for  a  lady  pharmacist  with,  perhaps,  no  family 
claims  upon  her,  who  might  earn  an  income  equal  to,  or 
more  than,  that  of  an  assistant  or  a  dispenser  in  a  hos- 
pital, or  to  a  doctor.  Furthermore — and  this,  to  my 
mind,  is  no  small  matter — she  would  prove  a  boon  and 
blessing  to  the  community,  and  be  a  great  help  and  com- 
fort to  the  inexperienced  children,  young  girls, 
and  women  in  the  district.  In  cases  considered  too 
trifling  and  not  sufficiently  important  to  be  taken  to  a 
doctor,  the  sympathy  of  the  woman  and  the  advice  of 
the  trained  pharmacist  would  be  of  great  value.  In  short, 
she  would  be  an  influence  and  power  for  good  in  her 
surroundings.  I  know  one  particular  instance  in  which 
a  medical  man  is  most  eulogistic  in  his  remarks  concern- 
ing the  co-operation  he  has  received  from  the  lady  phar- 
macist in  his  village.  May  I  take  the  liberty  of  com- 
mending this  suggestion  to  women  pharmacists,  to  whom 
a  useful,  though  quiet,  career  may  be  attractive  ?

Leicester  Pharmacy 

Sir, — Mr.  F.  H.  Clark's  account  of  the  activities  of 
the  Leicester  and  Leicestershire  Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tion (0.  <b  D.,  July  30,  p.  69)  is  one  to  be  proud  of,  and 
shows  what  a  "virile  body  this  Association  must  be.  To 
have  achieved  a  membership  of  every  pharmacist  in  busi- 
ness on  his  own  account,  except  one,  is  nearly  a  hundred- 
per-cent.  efficiency,  and,  I  should  think,  constitutes  a 
record  for  local  associations.  I  have  not  the  figures  by 
me  -  of  the  membership  of  the  association  to  which  I 
belong,  but  I  should  say— fifty  per  cent,  is  nearer  the 
mark,  whilst  in  my  own  neighbourhood,  out  of  a  possible 
dozen,  there  are  only  two — or,  at  any  rate,  if  there  are 
more  who  have  joined,  I  have  never  seen  any  of  them 
at  the  meetings.  I  say  "meetings,"  but  these  are 
usually  in  the  singular  and  not  the  plural,  consisting  of 
the  annual  and  general  one,  at  which  are  present  the 
officials,  committee,  and  about  three  or  four  others.  Non- 
proprietor  pharmacists  are  enrolled  but  not  encouraged, 
so  that  it  is  not  surprising  that  their  numbers  are  not 
worth  mentioning,  and  there  is  no  assistants'  or  appren- 
tices' branch  at  all.  All  attempts  to  instil  any  life 
into  the  affair  are  doomed  to  failure  before  started ;  the 
discussion  on  the  future  of  local  associations  at  the  last 
meeting  was  adjourned  sine  die;  no  branch  of  the  Retail 
Pharmacists'  Union  has  yet  been  formed ;  and  several 
suggestions  for  social  outings  have  been  damned  with 
faint  praise  and  a  host  of  objections.  I  can  only  offer 
Mr.  Clark  my  hearty  congratulations  on  his  successful 
organisation,  and  wish  that  my  lot  in  pharmacy  had  led 
me  to  Leicester.

Indian  Druggists  and  the  Rate  of  Exchange 
Sir, — The  mail  just  to  hand  has  brought  me  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist  of  June  18,  wherein  is  published 
a  letter  over  the  signature  of  the  nom  de  guerre  "A 
British  Exporter."  It  is  indeed  amusing  to  see  how 
this  British  exporter  could,  in  his  discomfiture,  run  so 
wide  of  the  mark  as  to  accuse  this  Association  of  such 
silly  arguments  as  had  never  been  proffered  by  me  or  by 
any  other  of  the  Calcutta  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Asso- 
ciation. It  is  an  unsustainable  presumption  on  his  part 
to  say  that  my  Association  "  completely  overlooked  the 
fact  that  by  their  action  in  not  taking  up  their  bills  for 
chemicals  and  drugs  ordered  by  them  they  have  dealt  a 
severe  blow  to  the  relations,  etc.,  etc."  None  has  a 
better  cognisance  of  these  facts  than  myself  and  my 
members,  and  had  this  Association  overlooked  these 
facts  it  would  not  have  come  into  existence  at  all.  It 
is  mainly  to  preserve  these  relations  that  my  Association 
is  striving  with  all  its  might  and  means.  Your  corre- 
spondent is  evidently  innocent  of  first-hand  knowledge 
of  the  Indian  drug  market  and  the  conditions  prevailing 
here,  else  he  would  not  have  erred  so  hopelessly.  He 
knows  not  that  genuine  and  regular  dealers  in  this  line 
have  already  made  substantial  payments  against  overdue 
drafts,  and  a  good  many  have  made  their  sheets  clean. 
Immediately  the  Armistice  was  signed  the  representatives 
and  salesmen  of  most  of  the  British  exporters  ran  amock 
in  booking  indents,  without  thought  as  to  the  capacity  of 
the  indentor  or  the  depression  in  the  Indian  financial 
condition.  In  their  zeal  to  show  a  record  business  they 
booked  indents  for  drugs  and  chemicals  from  hosiery 
dealers,  tobacconists,  and  a  host  of  other  mushroom  specu- 
lators, who  were  actually  encouraged  by  the  people  at  the 
other  end  having  effected  indiscriminate  shipments,  and 
thus  the  market  was  overflooded,  resulting  in  a  record 
crisis.  Many  houses  have,  without  giving  any  previous 
intimation  or  without  obtaining  any  confirmation,  made 
shipments  against  orders  lying  in  their  hands  over  two 
or  three  years,  which  the  indentors  reasonably  took  as 
cancelled.  Further,  the  commitment  of  the  Government 
in  the  exchange  matters  aggravated  the  situation.  Be 
that  as  it  may,  my  Association  never  was  in  a  frenzy  to 
dictate  the  exchange  rate  being  brought  down  to  2s.  to 
the  rupee  before  proceeding  to  meet  their  obligations.  A 
good  many  of  my  members  have  never  had  a  single  over- 
due draft  standing  against  them,  for  they  have  always 
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been,  and  are  still,  regularly  paying  their  bills  promptly 
on  maturity,  whatever  the  fluctuation  in  exchange  may 
be.  If  your  correspondent  undistraetedly  reads  my  letter 
published  in  the  C.  &  D.,  June  4  (p.  71),  he  will  find 
that  there  was  no  suggestion  "  to  repudiate  contract  in  a 
wholesale  manner,"  but  that  this  Association  resents  the 
lawless  procedure  adopted  by  the  exchange  banks  at  this 
end  in  realising  payments  at  the  rate  of  exchange  current 
on  the  date  of  payment.  I  quoted  the  law,  chapter  and 
verse,  to  maintain  the  resolution  that  the  exchange  banks 
should  collect  their  outstanding  past-due  drafts  at  the 
rate  of  exchange  prevailing  on  the  date  of  maturity. 
How  very  conveniently  "British  Exporter"  avoids  this, 
the  main  gist  of  all  our  arguments,  is  as  amusing  as  it  is 
interesting  to  note.  He  expects  me  to  swallow  his  pill 
that  no  exchange  draft  has  ever  been  dishonoured  in 
England  during  the  corresponding  time;  but  I  am  more 
in  the  know  than  he  imagines,  and  my  precise  informa- 
tion about  conditions  obtaining  around  him  and  in  the 
Continental  countries  speaks  to  the  contrary  of  his  story. 
Again,  he  says  that  I  promised  to  do  my  best  to  dispose 
of  the  goods  sold  to  members  but  for  which  they  are  not 
willing  to  pay.  This  is  not  so.  In  the  first  place,  the 
members,  are  not  unwilling  to  pay,  and  I  should  like  your 
correspondent  to  point  out  where  the  alleged  promise  was 
made.  I  have  offered,  and  am  still  offering,  to  effect  a 
settlement  between  the  drawers  and  the  drawees.  His 
vision  of  the  fowler's  net  may  be  dispelled  for  all  time 
should  he  read  the  report  published  in  the  C.  <Sb  D., 
February  26  (p.  70).  Does  it  come  within  his  knowledge 
how,  during  the  war,  certain  manufacturers  and  buying 
houses  at  his  end  induced  the  drug-dealers  here  to  increase 
the  volume  of  their  orders  ten-fold  on  the  pretext  that 
export  orders  were  invariably  curtailed  by  the  Con- 
troller (which  was  actually  done  on  goods  over  which 
embargo  was  put  by  the  Government),  and  when  the 
embargo  was  withdrawn  the  whole  of  the  fictitious  balance 
of  such  orders  was  shipped  in  a  rush  to  those  unsuspecting 
dealers?  Does  such  a  practice  savour  of  the  good  faith 
in  which  he  wants  to  educate  the  Indian  drug-dealers, 
or  was  it  an  instance  of  unintentional  deceit  resulting 
in  such  huge  calamity  over  this  market?

Synthetic  Perfumes

and  citronellol,  I  notice  that  the.  former  cited  me  in 
support  of  their  contention.  With  this  I  quite  agree, 
but  I  hope  I  shall  not  be  considered  as  in  any  way 
supporting  the  contentions  raised  by  the  list  of  bodies 
which  Messrs.  Ungerer  have  put  forward  as  having  been 
"  erroneously  classified  as  synthetic  organic  chemicals." 
I  do  not  propose  to  go  through  them  in  detail,  but 
to  describe  the  chief  source  of  phenyl-ethyl-alcohol  as 
otto  of  rose  or  that  of  cinnamic  aldehyde  as  cinnamon 
and  cassia  oils  is  absurd.  These  bodies  occur  in  the  oils 
in  question,  of  course,  but  the  commercial  articles  are 
purely  "synthetic  organic  chemicals."

First-aid  on  French  Trains 
Sir,— Under  the  heading  of  "French  News"  (C.  <fc 
D.,  August  6,  p.  42),  you  write  that  the  recent  fatal 
railway  accident  at  Beaucourt  Hamel  induced  one  of  the 
passengers  to  suggest  to  the  authorities  that  a  portable 
pharmacy  for  first-aid  should  be  carried  in  every  train. 
Allow  me  to  say  that,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  most  trains 
m  this  country  are  carrying,  and  have  done  for  several 
years,  strong  portable  pharmacies,  which  are  called  in 
France  "  boites  de  secours"  These  "  boites  de  secours  " 
are  especially  intended  for  first-aid,  and  contain  :  (1)  A 
complete  range  of  emergency  chemicals  and  dressings; 
(2)  a  surgical  outfit,  which  is  to  be  used  by  medical  men 
only.  The  Etaoiissements  Albert  Buisson  are  the  con- 
tractors for  these  portable  pharmacies,  and  consequently 


sole  agreed  purveyors  to  the  different  French  railway  com- 
panies, such  as  Nord,  Etat,  Orleans,  P.L.M.,  and  Midi.

Photographic  Developing  Business 

Sir, — The  up-to-date   amateur  photographer  is  more 
than  ever  the  press-the-button  variety,  and,  although  he 
may  do  his  printing  at    home    sometimes,    he  seldom 
attempts  the  development,  so  that  this  summer  has  seen 
a  large  increase  in  the  developing  trade.    The  chemist 
can,  of  course,  save  himself  the  actual  work  by  utilising 
one  of  the  wholesale  services  advertised,  but  the  twenty- 
four  hours'  develop  cum  print  does  not  always  materialise 
in  practice.    There  is  the  risk  of  loss  in  transit,  and  if 
the  business  is  small  there  are  days  when  only  one  or 
two  films  come  in,  and,  with  the  present  postage  rates  to 
observe,  it  does  not  pay  to  send  them.    There  are,  there- 
fore, many  chemists  who  prefer  to  do  the  work  on  their 
own  premises,  and,  as  one  of  these,  there  are  certain 
details  which  have  cropped  up  in  working  which  perhaps 
some  of  your  readers  can  elucidate.    Development  of  one 
film  or  two  films  is  a  simple  matter,  as  the  film  can  be 
developed,  rinsed,  and  fixed  in  sequence,  without  any 
trouble.    Similarly,  if  the  rolls  come  in  to  be  developed 
in  large  numbers — say,  in  quantities  of  a  hundred  or  so — 
the  amount  of  work  then  pays  for  the  investment  in 
proper  tanks  and  fixing-troughs,  in  which  the  films  are 
hung,  and  they  practically  develop   themselves ;  but  it 
is  when  the  number  averages  about  twenty  or  thirty 
daily  that  the  pharmacist's  dilemma  begins,  as  there  are 
too  many  to  be  handled  by  the  single  method  and  too 
few  to  pay  for  the  outlay  involved  in  expensive  apparatus. 
If  two  people  can  be  spared  for  the  work  the  matter  is 
simplified,  as  one  can  develop    while    the  other  fixes; 
but  the  average  chemist's  staff  does  not  allow  for  this, 
and  he  is  frequently  obliged  to  tackle  the  work  single- 
handed,  when  certain  difficulties  arise  which  are  dealt 
with  under.      The  best  developer,  no  doubt,  is  pyro- 
soda,  but  the  objection  to  this  is  the  6tain — the  films  are 
coloured   (which  the  amateur   does  not  understand  and 
does  not  like),  dishes,  etc.,  are  all  stained,  and,  worse 
still,  fingers  are  stained,  which  does  not  look  well  from 
a  business  point  of  view  when  the  pharmacist  has  to 
attend  to  customers  as  well.      Metol  quinol  is  a  good 
developer,  but  the  negatives  flash  up  quickly  and  tend  to 
be  under-developed  and  look  thin,  so  that  the  customer 
is  not  satisfied  with  them.    Amidol  with  sodium  sulphite 
gives  good  black  tones,   but,   on   drying,    there  often 
appears  a  milky  deposit  on  the  film,  the  cause  of  which 
is  doubtful,  and  which  appears  to  be  more  pronounced 
if  acid  "  hypo"  is  used;  this  deposit  also  comes  down  in 
the  dishes  and  rinsing-water   as  well.      Some  writers 
recommend  the  development  of  films  singly   and  then 
dropping  them  into  a  bowl  of  fixing  solution,  thus  avoid- 
ing contaminating  the  fingers  with  "hypo."    But  films 
roll  up,  and  wherever  they  touch  when  rolled  there  i3  a 
patch  left  unfixed,  and  this  appears  to  be  irremovable, 
the  result  being  a  negative  with  a  white  patch  on  it. 
Another  cause  of  trouble  during  the  recent  hot  weather 
has  been  frilling,  not  only  on  the  edges,  but  small  blobs 
rise  ic  the  middle  of  the  film  as  well ;  this  was  met  by 
using  the  alum  hardening  bath  between  development  and 
fixation.     But  occasionally  this  bath  introduced  a  new 
cause  of  trouble,  especially  with  amidol,  by  leaving  a 
white,  powdery  deposit  on  the  back  of  the  film  which  was 
very  hard  to  remove.    Another  point  for  information  is 
whether  it  is  a-dvisable  to  dry  films  quickly  by  running 
through  methylated  spirit  before  hanging  up.  Printing, 
to  be  carried  out  quii&ly  and  comfortably,  must  be  done  on 
gaslight  paper,  and  some  form  of  printing  apparatus  with 
the  light  inside  is  a  necessity.    Development  by  "  M.Q." 
is  good,  but  when  doing  a  fair  number  it  is  found  that 
some  prints  have  curious  patches  on  them,  even  when 
using  acid  fixing,  and  it  could  only  be  attributed  to  the 
prints  sticking  together  in  the  fixing  bath.    With  amidol, 
however,  this  does  not  occur,  and  the  prints  have  better 
black  tones.    Gaslight  paper  that  has  been  in  stock,  for  a 
little  while  comes  out  on  development  in  yellowish-brown 
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spots  as  though  it  had  rusted.  Is  there  any  way  of 
overcoming  this?  The  difficulties,  therefore,  which  other 
pharmacists  may  have  met  with  as  well  and  can  probably 
answer  satisfactorily  are:  Whether  "hypo"  stains  due 
to  prints  sticking  together  can  be  eliminated  afterwards; 
whether  amidol  with  sodium  sulphite  has  any  chemical 
action  on  alum  and  /or  on  the  metasulphite  in  the  acid 
"hypo"  which  causes  a  deposit  on  the  film;  and  what  is 
the  best  method  by  which  the  small  dealer  can  tackle 
the  work  satisfactorily.  Yours  faithfully,

Legal  Queries 

A.  A.  (6/8).— See  reply  to  "  GEL.  E.  H." 

A.  H.  W.  (6/8).— The  Dangerous  Drugs  Act  applies  to 
all  preparations,  except  those  specially  exempted,  which 
contain  the  statutory  proportions  of  cocaine,  diamorphine, 
and  morphine.    See  p.  58  of  this  issue. 

H.  E.  H.  (14/23).— (1)  The  proprietors  of  Dr.  Collis 
Browne's  Chlorodyne  announced  recently  that  this  pre- 
paration is  outside  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act.  (2)  We 
are  publishing  a  Dangerous  Drugs  Act  card  for  hanging 
up  in  the  dispensary,  particulars  of  which  are  announced 
elsewhere  in  this  issue. 

E.  D.  0.  (9/8). — In  dispensing  at  your  pharmacy  for  a 
local  medical  man  you  will  have  to  carry  out  all  the  re- 
quirements of  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act  Regulations.  No 
special  Government  form  for  prescriptions  has  been 
issued,  but  the  conditions  to  be  observed  by  doctor  and 
chemist  are  those  laid  down  in  the  Regulations. 

</.  G.  &  Co.  (5/8). — (1)  There  is  no  provision  in  the 
Dangerous  Drugs  Act  Regulations  for  any  record  to  be 
made  of  "  dangerous  drugs  "  in  stock  on  August  31.  The 
Regulations  empower  the  Home  Secretary  to  require  a 
chemist  to  give  particulars  of  "dangerous  drugs"  in 
stock  at  any  time  after  the  Regulations  come  in  force. 

(2)  A  cough-mixture  containing  gr.  of  morphine  hydro- 
chloride in  5j.   is  outside  the  Dangerous    Drugs  Act. 

(3)  There  is  no  provision  in  the  law  of  this  country 
requiring  a  statement  of  the  amount  of  poison  in  a  mix- 
ture to  be  stated  on  the  label,  unless  the  amount  is  over 
the  limits  given  in  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act.  (4)  Smith's 
glyco-heroin  is  without  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act.  The 
label  states  that  the  preparation  contains  £  gr.  of  heroin 
in  1  oz.,  and  we  are  informed  that  it  is  heroin  hydro- 
chloride that  is  used.  The  equivalent  of  hydrochloride 
to  0.1  per  cent.  (1  in  1,000)  of  heroin  is  0.109  per  cent. 
Glyco-heroin  contains  0.1042  per  cent.,  so  that  it  is  just 
outside  the  Act.  It  happens,  however,  that  glyco-heroin 
is  a  thick  liquid  with  a  sp.  gr.  of  1.17,  and  a  fluid  ounce 
weighs  511  grains,  which  makes  the  proportion  of  heroin 
1  in  1022,  an  amount  that  is  well  outside  the  Act. 

N.  D.  D.  (2/8).— Sale  of  Laudanum. — Our  correspon- 
dent writes  :  "  I  am  in  a  hole  what  to  do  with  a  laudanum 
customer.  She  has  8  oz.  a  week,  known  to  her  family 
and  also  to  her  doctor.  The  latter  says  she  must  have 
it  or  she  will  go  mad.  I  presume  I  can,  after  Septem- 
ber 1,  supply  her  with  it  diluted  with  water.  They 
don't  mind  the  looks  or  strength  of  it,  so  long  as  she 
gets  it.  I  thought  of  mixing  the  B.P.  tincture  with  an 
equal  quantity  of  water  if  this  would  bring  it  below  the 
strength  allowed.  I  should  label  it  '  Diluted  solution  of 
laudanum.'  "  [To  take  laudanum  outside  the  Act,  so 
that  it  can  be  sold  as  "diluted  laudanum,"  it  will  require 
four  and  one-fifth  parts  of  water  to  be  added  to  one  part 


of  .tinct.  opii.  The  result  is  an  unsightly  mixture,  but 
if  tr.  opii  aqueous  is  employed  a  clear  solution  is  obtained. 
We  think,  however,  that,  as  the  customer's  doctor  recog- 
nises the  necessity  for  the  administration  in  this  case  of 
laudanum,  he  should  be  asked  to  write  a  prescription, 
ordering  the  dose.  There  is  no  limit  to  the  quantity  of 
tinct.  opii  a  doctor  may  order,  and  a  prescription  may 
be  repeated  twice  if  the  formalities  are  carried  out.  See 
G.  <fc  D.,  June  25,  p.  136.]  (2)  "  N.  D.  D."  also  writes: 
"I  have  also  a  good  selling  line  of  cough-mixture,  which 
contains  4^  oz.  of  chlorodyne  B.P.  '85  in  72  oz.  of 
syrups.  This,  I  think,  is  without  the  Act,  but  should 
like  confirmation  in  the  C.  &  D."  [Chlorodyne  B.P.  '85 
(tinct.  chlorof.  et  morph.)  contains  the  equivalent  of 
0.189  per  cent,  of  anhydrous  morphine,  and  undiluted  is 
therefore  outside  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act.  Any  prepara- 
tion containing  it  would,  in  consequence,  be  also  outside 
the  Act.] 

Licit  (2/8). — (1)  Our  subscriber  writes  :  "I  am  the  sole 
proprietor  and  manufacturer  of  a  patent  medicine  contain- 
ing opium  Jj.,  'one  ounce,'  in  8  pints  of  finished  pro- 
duct (the  opium  in  coarse  powder  being  macerated  and 
percolated  in  reduced  S.V.R.).  Will  this  quantity  be 
allowable  after  the  present  month?  If  not,  will 
you  be  good  enough  to  inform  me  what  quantity  will  be 
allowable  ?  "  [Opium  is  of  a  varying  strength,  but  the 
average  is  taken  as  10  per  cent,  anhydrous  morphine; 
therefore  the  extractive  will  show  approximately  44  gr. 
in  160  oz.,  or  70,000  grains,  which  yields  in  round  figures 
1  anhydrous  morphine  in  1,600,  -,/hich  is  well  outside  the 
Regulations.]  (2)  "  Will  the  preparation  have  to  bo 
labelled  'Poison,'  as  hitherto?"  [Yes,  in  conformity 
with  the  Pharmacy  Acts.]  (3)  "  To  whom  and  when  do 
I  apply  for  a  licence  to  enable  me  to  hold  a  stock  of 
gum  and  powdered  opium?"  [As  a  chemist  yon  are 
authorised  to  hold  stocks  of  "  dangerous  drugs "  and 
use  them  in  the  ordinary  course  of  your  business,  without 
a  special  licence.]  (4)  '*  What  is  the  position  of  the  manu- 
facturer who  has  made  and  supplied  preparations  con- 
taining opium,  much  of  which  will  be  still  in  the  retail 
chemists'  shops  after  the  end  of  the  present  month;  also 
position  of  the  retail  chemist  next  month  and  onwards 
who  holds  preparations  containing  opium  purchased  pre- 
vious to  September  1  ?  "  [You  are  not  affected  by  what 
you  have  done  prior  to  September  1.  Stocks  held  on 
that  date  do  not  appear  to  count  with  the  Home  Office 
authorities,  except  that  an  authorised  official  may  demand 
to  know  what  stocks  a  chemist  holds  at  any  time  after 
September  1.] 


Retrospect  of  Fifty  Years  Ago 

Reprinted  from  "The  Chemist  and  Druggist,"  August  15,  1871 


Liebig's  Extract 

Dr.  Paul,  at  the  Edinburgh  meeting  of  the  British  Phar- 
maceutical Conference,  made  a  verbal  report  on  a  new 
method  of  dealing'  with  meat  for  preservation.  They  were 
all  aware  that  in  Liebig's  system  the  great  mass  of  the 
feeding  portion  of  the  meat  was  wasted,  and  that  extract 
is  fitted,  not  for  food,  but  merely  to  act  as  a  stimulant. 
The  method  he  was  about  to  explain  to  them  did  not 
destroy  the  fibrin  and  albumen.  The  author  of  it  had,  by 
submitting  meat  to  hydraulic  pressure,  succeeded  in  remov- 
ing from  it  about  one-half  of  the  juice  contained  in  the 
muscular  tissue.  This  juice  contained  the  constituents  of 
Liebig's  ordinary  extract  of  meat,  with  the  addition  of  all 
the  soluble  albumen.  Another  plan  of  dealing  with  the 
pressed  juice  was  to  evaporate  it  in  a  vacuum  pan,  and, 
by  adding  a  small  quantity  of  gelatine,  the  liquid  would 
be  rendered  solid.  The  principal  object  of  this  mode  was 
to  express  only  one-half  of  the  meat,  water,  and  soluble 
albumen,  thus  making  the  residue  richer  in  all  food-con- 
stituents, as  well  as  in  stimulating  constituents,  than 
Liebig's  extract.  He  expected  to  have  had  specimens  of 
three  kinds  of  meat  preserved  by  this  process,  but  they 
had  not  yet  arrived.  These  three  kinds  were  dry  beef, 
prepared  beef -juice,  and  Liebig's  ordinary  extract.
